'Two of three former Liberal MLAs who left the 
provincial party in May said Saturday they would not 
return to the party even diough Liberal leader David 
Anderson has announced his intention of stepping down 
from the leadership. 


Independents unaffected 

Garde Gardom (Vancouver-Point Grey) and Allan 
Williams (West Vancouver-Howb Sound) said it did not 
matter who was heading the party in B.C., they had no 
intention of returning.

Servicemen missing 

U.S. base 
I attacked 
in Ethiopia 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI) — Aimed raidei’s attack¬ 
ed a U.S. Navy communications base in northern Elth- 
iopia Friday night and all eight persons assigned there 
— two American servicemen and six Ethiopians — 
are missing, U.S. officials said Saturday. 


An Ethiopian rebel group 
quickSy claimed credit for the 
attack and wrarned there would 
be more raids at American in¬ 
stallations in Ethiopia. But 
the rebels did not say what 
happened to the eight missing 
men. 

U.S. officials said the rebels 
hit one part of the multi-com¬ 
pound Kagnew base eight 
miles southwest of Asmara, 
capital of Eritrea province on 
the Red Sea. Eritrean rebels 
are battling in the area for in¬ 
dependence from Ethiopia. 

In Washington. Pentagon of¬ 
ficials said they did not know 
whether the missing person¬ 
nel were dead or alive. They 
said no bodies had been found 
at the base and there were no 
signs of bloodshed despite 
damage to the facility and re¬ 
ports of gunfire in the area. 

State department sources 
said it was possible the miss¬ 
ing had been kidnapiied by 
the rebels. One of tlie Ameri¬ 
cans was in tlie army and the 
other was in the nav-y. Nei¬ 
ther w'as identified. 

"Incidents in Ethiopia arc 
slow-movting and very me¬ 
thodical,” a Pentagon spokes¬ 
man said. “We don't know 
what the purposes are here, 
but we’ll have to wait and sec 
if somebody makes demands. 
We just don’t know.” 

Eritrean Liberation Front 
rebels have kidnapped five 
.Americans since 19^. They 
released three, but two civil¬ 
ian radio technicians captured 
July 14 still are in captivity. 

In additicxi to those who 
were kidnapped, at least three 
American civilian and mili¬ 
tary personnel have been 
killed in recent years in Eri¬ 
trea.

Oregon police blackout law big mistake 


PORTLAND (UPI) — A ne^v Oregon law 
w'ent into effect Saturday imposing a black¬ 
out on crime information so complete it is a 
crime for police to tell a woman her husband 
is in jail. 

But (Governor Robert Straub called the 
legislature into special session Tue.sday to 
change the law. The provision was approved 
unintentionally in the rush to adjournment 
last June of the regular 1975 legislative ses¬ 
sion. 

Attorney-General Lee Johnson, said the 


law was clearly unconstituional. Law en¬ 
forcement agencies and the courts are prohi¬ 
bited from disclosing to anyone, other than 
another law enforcement agency, the fact 
that a person has been arrested, charged or 
convicted. The law onjji, allows release of in¬ 
formation that a crime has been committed. 

A statewide computer printout on the lavy 
enforcement data system network Saturday 
morning ordered: “No arrest information 
from desk log or other station sources will be 
released to local news media, Uie general 


public, including relatives of persons arrest¬ 
ed ... the identity of persons charged or 
arrested may not be released.” 

At Portland police bureau headquarters a 
yellow placard with the words “closed to the 
public” was posted on the door of the recoi-ds 
divisiem. 

The law got on the books, according to 
most legislators, by accident. They intended 
to pass legislation only to remove from pub¬ 
lic records police “rap sheets,” the criminal 
histories of Individuals, to comply with feder¬ 


al regulations on use of computerized sharing 
of crime information. 

The unintentional result w'as w'hat District 
Attorney Pat Horton of Lane County called 
"a horrendous piece of legislation.” Horton 
said the law was so restrictive he would vio¬ 
late it if he warned the public a dangerous 
convict had escaped from prison. 

Circuit Court Judge L. L Swayer issued a 
restraining order prohibiting the statute’s en¬ 
forcement by officials in his owq county, 
Jackson.

JOHN NAPIER TURNER, through the 
Simple process of handing in hds resignation, 
has touched off a great spate of govern¬ 
mental rumors. 

'The rumors wll cOTtinue to grow and 
flourish because it is extremely doubtful that 
Turner wll offer a completely candid ac¬ 
count of his action in the near future. By 
keeping his silence, or at least partial si¬ 
lence, Turner also keeps his options open. He 
is not, I am reasonably sure, about to em¬ 
bark on a bridge-burning exercise. 

The number one rumor is, of course, that 
Turner could no longer stomach the 'Trudeau 
interference in the Turner department, or, 
the Trudeau reluctance to accept Turner 
theories on how to extricate Canada from the 
financial morass of major proporti<xis. 

AU^ PROTESTATIONS to the contrary 
by Trudeau will fall on deaf ears. Itiousands 
of minds have been made up on this score, 
and to be perfectly honest about it, the pro¬ 
prietor of this space harbors at least part of 
a sneaky feeling that Turner was a little fed 
up with the runaround re fiscal restraint, 
controls, etc. 

During the past seven months, John 
Turner espoused the possibility, or the neces¬ 
sity, of instituting wage, price and profit con¬ 
trols. He did if on at least three separate oc¬ 
casions and on at least one, the tenor of the 
statement left little doubt that he indeed did 
favor such implementation. 

THIS WAS in direct contradiction to the 
Liberal party line, and certainly in direct 
contradiction to the program on which the 
Liberals fought the last election. It was as 
though John Turner was agreeing with the 
Conser\-ative election campaign platform. 

And maybe this is why many people 
called this office after the announcement of 
the Turner resignation, stating that wouldn’t 
it be nice if John 'Turner opted for the Con¬ 
servative party now and became that party’s 
leader. 'The first couple of calls left me ^l^ith 
the thought, well, I guess such reasoning is 
bound to come from a certain segment of 
Tory thinking. But when more and more of¬ 
fered up the same idea, the conclusion had to 
be that Turner’s public statements on wage, 
price and profit controls left many with tlie 
idea he is more Conservative than Liberal. 

THERE WOULD SEEM to be little likeli¬ 
hood, however, of a 'Turner s>\itch, regard¬ 
less of any disenchantment with the present 
Liberal regime. It is not impossible, but high¬ 
ly improbable. 


And yet, a few months ago it would have 
been highly improbable for the Victoria 
Times to back the issue of wage, price and 
profit control. 'That bastion of liberalism 
pooh-po(rfied the Conservative platform prior 
to the last election. It could see no merit in 
the plan. 

But this week the Shocker came In a lead 
editorial in the Times in which the posdtion 
became a complete about-face. 

The editorial was entitled, “Controls: 
The Only Alternative.” 

“CANADIANS are tired of the rhetoric of 
the past four years. First we are told that 
inflation was an international proMem andi 
Ottawa could ^o Itde about it. Now we are 
told there is no concensus in industry or la¬ 
bor fcr government ctMVtnols. So what? 

“The government files in the face of 
demands to reinstate the death penalty, 
standing on its principles. Why can’t it imple¬ 
ment wage, price and profit oootrols^if any¬ 
body is making a profit any more—without a 
holy concensus? Tlie alternative is economic 
death by inflation. 

“CLEARLY Finance Minister John 
Turner (pre-resignation editorial) should 
bring in a fall budget with the express pur¬ 
pose of implementing controls and easing 
unemployment. Not for 30, 60 or 90 days, but 
for an indefinite period, pertiaps a year or 
more, until this destructive syndrome Is con¬ 
trolled. 'Turner once called controls ‘a cure 
worse than the disease.' True enough In nor¬ 
mal times. But when the disease shows signs 
of being fatal, even radical cures mutt be in¬ 
stituted to preserve life.” 

Such thoughts expressed in the Times a 
year ago would have been pure heresy, but it 
shows that now, even strong Liberal support¬ 
ers have had a bellyful of ’Trudeau inactivity. 

THE MAN and his policies have not even 
been of good stop-gap caUbre. He has failed 
in the most miserable of ways to cOTtrol 
inflation, whereas the United States, even 
through the doldrum of Watergate, has man¬ 
aged to keep it at a much lower level. 

I have to believe John Turner resigned 
for rebellious reasons rather than for a pure¬ 
ly personal wish to re-enter the private sec¬ 
tor. And I have to further believe John 
Turner is not the Icme Grit embarrassed by 
the 'Trudeau government failure. 

It could mark the beginning of the crum¬ 
bling of the Trudeau kingdom. Don’t laugh— 
who would have predicted a Turner resigna¬ 
tion even one short month ago?

Dear Dr. 'Thosteson: How is 
magnesium used by the body, 
and. for what essential func¬ 
tion?

I was wondering if these 
magnesium supplements were 
essential to good health, or If 
loo much of them oouW be 
harmful—R.C 

Magnesium Is one of the 
trace elements found In all 
human tissue, muscles and 
bones, it Is essential to good 
health, and a deficiency 
(always rare) can produce 
problems in any of the struc¬ 
tures mntioned. 

But this is not to |say that 
A>sing yourself with supple¬ 
ments Is necessarily helpful to 
good health. (Consider the fact 
that human protoplasm is

roughly 65 per cent oxygen, 18 
per cent carbon, 10 'per cent 
hydrogen and 3 per cent ni¬ 
trogen. This leaves only 4 per 
cent of its substance made up 
of dozens of other minerals. 

Of this remaining 4 per 
cent, magnesium is present In 
such minute amounts that it 
cannot be measured in 
ounces. We have to resort to 
grams and mllRgrams. The

Wright came out of retir¬ 
ement to help recapture a 
man he thought had been put 
away for good 18 years ago. 

Wright, 55, retired tvvo 
months ago after 30 years’ 
service but still goes to the 
monthly luncheon where 
South Bay detectives gather 
to talk shop. 

The conversation Wednes¬ 
day turned to the murder last 
month of Dorothy George, 52,'’ 
I iwho u'as knifed, strangled and 
dumped in a bathrub with the 
water running. Detectives 
thought the killer might be 
the same man who attacked a 
49-yeai>old Palms housewife, 
tied her hand and foot, sex¬ 
ually assaulted her and 
stabbed her in the neck. 

The attacker was running 
water In her bathtub when he 
was frightened away by a 
(kxjr slamming in a neigl^r- 
ing apartment. 

The man gained admittance 
to the wonian’s home, saying 
he had seen her notice on a 
grocMy store bulletin board 
advertising a bed for sale, the 
detective said. Wright looked 
up. 

‘“There was a case'we had 
back in the 1950s,” lie said. 
“The guy went to houses of 


u-omen who had placed news¬ 
paper classified ads for items 
to sell. 

“But there was something 
else with this guy,” Wright 
mused, as his memory rum¬ 
maged back through hundreds 
of cases. 

“He always got physical 
control of his victims by pre¬ 
tending to drop his watch 
stem — when the women bent 
over to help him look for the 
watch stem, he grabbed 
them.” 

'The other detective was 
stunned. 

“Hell, that’s ubat the'sus¬ 
pect did with the Palms 
^ woman,” he exclaimed. 

They left the lunch to start 
a search in the old files for 
the rapist Wright remem¬ 
bered from 18 years ago. He 
could not recall the name — 
just the modus operand!. 

'The computer printed out a 
name Thursday: Edward 
Simon Weln, 51, released from 
San Quentin last year. 

Wein was found guilty in 
1957 on 22 charges, including 
rape, robbery, sex perversion 
and kidnapping with injury to 
the victim. He was sentenced 
to death in the gas chamber. 

The day before he was to be 
executed, then-Gov. Edmund 
G. Brown Sr. commuted his 
sentence to life, “without pos¬ 
sibility of parole.” In 1966, 
Brown lifted the ban on 
parole. In 1974, Wein was re¬ 
leased. 

The Palms woman, whose

ROME (UPI) — Police 
arrested seven suspects and 
looked for four more Saturday 
in a $4.5 million bank fraud 
which may have helped to fi¬ 
nance a neo-fascist guerrilla 
gang. 

Police said four of the 
arrested persems had criminal 
records and one was a former ' 
official of the neo-fascist Qm- 
fede ration of National 
Workers. 

Among those sought was 
Mario Cappuccini, identified 
as a counterfeiter who provid¬ 
ed false passports in 1^2 for 
three right-wingers accused of 
murdering a police commis¬ 
sioner in Milan. 

Also involved in the fraud, 
police said, was Giancarlo 
Esposti, a member of the ille¬ 
gal Mussolini Action Squads 
who died in a gun battle with 
police at a camp site in the 
Abnizzi mountains last year. 

Police said they believed 
the fraud money was used to 
finance right-wing un¬ 
derground activities. 

They said members of the 


gang, apparently with help 
from some employee, ob¬ 
tained cheque books in the 
names of wealthy clients of 
the Banco di Santo Spirito, 
made out cheques to phony 
names and deposited the 
mcMiey in other banks. 

Investigators estimated the 
trick netted the gang $4.5 mil¬ 
lion before a bank clerk de¬ 
tected it 

Among other things, police 
said, the gang took $150,0(X) 
from the bank account o£ 
movie actress Monica Vittl.

‘Hopeless cases’ at canonization 

Living proof of saintliness 


By PEGGY POLK 

VATICAN CITY (UPI) - A 
young Maryland housewife 
and a retired power company 
worker consider themselves 
living proof of the saintliness 
of Mother Elizabeth Ann 
Seton, who is to be canonized 
today by Pope Paul. 

The two made miraculous 
recoveries from what had 
been diagnosed as fatal illness 
after prayei's to the wxjman 
who founded the Sisters of 
Charity religious order in the 
early 1800s. 

They are the miracolati (re¬ 
cipients of miracles) whose 
cases, along with t|ie testimo¬ 
ny of her own life, qualified 
Mother Seton, once a dazzling 
New York debutante, to be¬ 
come the first American-bom 
saint. She converted to Ca¬ 
tholicism and became a nun 
after her once-wealthy hus¬ 
band died penniless. 

For Ann O’Neill Hf'Kje the 
miracle is something she has 
lived with for 24 of her 28 
years. She was four years old 
when it happened in 1952, 
dying of leukemia at St. 
Agnes hospital in Baltimore, 
which is run by the Sisters of 
Charity. 

“I just remember being 
very sick and getting blood 
transfusions,” Mrs. Hooe said 
Saturday as she stood in St. 
Peter’s Square where work¬ 
men were building the plat¬ 


form for today’s canonization. 

"I was too little to under¬ 
stand but I know that my 
mother. Sister Mary Alice at 
the hospital and all the sisters 
prayed for me. It was a lot of 
jieople and a lot of prayers.” 
she said. 

A slight, strikingly good- 
l(X)king woman with long, 
dark hair, Mrs. Hooe is mar¬ 
ried to the of>erator of a tow¬ 
ing business in Severn, Md., 
and has four children. 

“I can’t remember w'hen I 
first learned alx^ut the mira¬ 
cle,” she said. ”I just knew it 
all my life — from when I 
was a little child I knew tliat 
it happened. It just happened 
and I can’t explain it.” 

Mrs. Hooe, born a Roman 
Catholic, said she considers 
herself devout ‘’and maybe 
more than I might have been 
because of what happened. 

“I have a great devotion to 
Mother Seton. I love her dear¬ 
ly,” she said. 

Carl Kalin, a Swedi.sh-bom 
I.utheran who worked in the 
engineering deimrtment of 
New York’. Consolidated 
I*>lison C>.. was Mother Set- 
on’s second miracle. 

In 1963 Kalin was admitted 
to St. Joseph’s hospital in 
Yonkers, N.Y., suffering from 
a rare and usually fatal com¬ 
plication of red measles 
known as primary fulminat- 
i n g rubeola meningo-en- 


cephalitis. Tlie measles vims 
had invaded his brain. 

‘’He was moribund. Death 
appeared imminent, a matter 
of hours away,” recalled Dr. 
Frank B. Flood, Kalin’s physi¬ 
cian at St. Joseph’s, who 
came with him to the canoni¬ 
zation. 

“His temperature was out 
of conti-ol. His breathing wa& 
labored. He was qnable to get 
sufficient o.xygen into his 
bloodstream. He was blue. He 
was sustaining one convulsion 
after another,” Flood said. 
"We did everything we could, 
but w'e had no cure for this 
disease and he api)eared to be 
at death’s dof)r.” 

Kalin’s wife, Anne, is a 
Catitolic and when a nun at 
the hospital asked if she want¬ 
ed a novena (an e.xtended 
rieriod of prayers) for him, 
she agreed. 


A so-called primary relic of 
Mother Seton, a sliver of bone 
fixjm her body, was brought 
to Kalin’s bedside. 

"The change occurred dra¬ 
matically after the relic ^vas 
applied,” Flood said. ‘‘His 
temperature had been close to 
106 degrees. The relic at this 
point was applied and his 
temperature came down rap¬ 
idly. His breathing became 
more normal. His color 
l)inked up. His convulsions 
stopped and he was peace¬ 
ful.” 

Kalin, a vigorous-looking 
blue-eyed man of 73 with thinr 
ning white hair and a full 
moustache, now lives with his 
wife on the east coast of 
Florida. Dec. 20, a week after 
he learned that Pope Paul had 
agreed to make Mother Seton 
a saint, Kalin became a 
Roman Catholic.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. 
(UPI) — Cesar Chavez, his 
United Farm Workers Union 
defeated by the rival 
Teamsters in two cmcial 
elections, has threatened to 
boycott future union repre¬ 
sentation balloting in Califor¬ 
nia’s agricultural heartland. 

TTie teamsters downed the 
UFW Friday at the world’s 
biggest table grape ranch in 
Delano and a vast lettuce 
operation in Salinas. 

Workers at the Giuniana 
vineyards, a 12,000-acre 
spread near Delano in the San 
Joaquin Valley, voted 747-508 
in favor of Teamsters Union, 
which had represented them. 

The employees of Bud 
Antle, Inc., in the Salinas Val¬ 
ley, chose the Teamsters by a 
x ote of 880 to 265. 

In the Giumarra election 
there ware 231 votes chal¬ 
lenged while at Antle 113 were 
challenged. 

Chavez told 1,000 supporters 
at a rally in Delano that the 
elections in Delano and Sa¬ 
linas Valley were "crooked.’ 
He said the workers “had 
guns pointed at their heads.” 

He said he told Cw>vemor 
Edmund Brown in a telephone 
conversation that the UFW 
would boycott future elections 
in the two areas unless the 
governor sent a personal rep¬ 
resentative to oversee them. 

Chavez said he would send 
pickets to the capital Monday 
in^glng Bjx>wn to send hi.s re¬ 
presentatives into tlie polling 
areas.

The experts, who ranged 


from i)olice officers to law- 
yei-s and judges, said crime 
control must start in the 
neighborliood with less reli¬ 
ance on police and courts. 

Donald Santarelli, fornier 
head of the law enforcement 
assistance administration, 
said Americans must begin to 
think alxnit giving up same of 
their individual rights in ex¬ 
change for a safer nation. 

Courts are more concerned 
with rights of the criminal 
than those of the victim, he 
said. 

"The price paid for all 
these rights is an intolerable 
level of crime,” Santarelli 
told a conference at the Wash-

Laser bounce 
off moon 
tells distance 

HONOLULU (UPI) — Sci¬ 
entists on the summit of Ha- 
leakala have successfully 
bounced a laser beam off the 
moon, it was announced Sat¬ 
urday. 

The light hit an array of 300 
glass cubes left on the moon 
by Apollo astronauts and was 
reflected back to earth. 

Calculated in nanoseconds, 
or billionths of a second, the 
elapsed time provided a way 
of measuring the exact dis¬ 
tance between earth and the 
moon. 

The lunar ranging experi¬ 
ment observatory was recent¬ 
ly completed on top of Halea- 
kala, a 10,023-foot dormant 
volcano.

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A POST OFFICE STRIKE is in the cards for next 
month and both sides are talking about it 
lasting a long time. Postmaster-General Br>'ce Ma- 
caksey sees a possibility of it stretching out to as 
much as three months. And Jean-Claude Parrot, 
chief negotiator for the mail soilera and clerks, 
sa>’s their union is prepared for more than a “flash 
in the pan” stoppage. 

He doesn’t go a far as Mr. Mackasey, though: 
“We expect this to be the longest one so far. It 
could last three w-eeks or moi-e.” 

Wliethei' it’s tliree months or thiw weeks it’s 
too much, but perhaps it is time there was a real 
show-do>Mi. 

The general public may have become condi¬ 
tioned to the idea that anothei- mail stoppage is in- 
exitable, with all of the talk that has b^n taking 
place over the past several months. But to be con¬ 
tinually deprived of an essential semce is madden¬ 
ing, and the time may have anived for drastic 
measures. 

This could be what Mr. Mackasey has in mind. 

While he expi-esses eleventh hour confidence 
that a strike can be avoided, it has a tongue-in- 
cheek tone — even with: “If I w'as a betting man, I 
w’ould bet there will not be a strike.” 

There is little reason to hope that the postal 
union will reti-eat very far from its 71-per-cent-pay- 
increase-and-30-hour-w’ork-w’eek stand on which 


It says it doesn’t want to strike, but any offers 
would have to be “fair.” Its idea of “fairness” as 
seen in the contract changes it is seeking in all 
seriousness, is preposterous. 

Even in the remote possibility that conciliation 
terms are found to be acceptable, and Mr. Macka¬ 
sey goes along with them too, a threat of mail 
disruption will still remain. 

It is more than a threat, in fact. Local union 
leadera at the V’'ancouver Post Office gave notice 
on Friday of a V/’alkout within the next 30 days 
which has noth**ig to do with the nation-wide pay- 
and-hours fi^t. It’s strictly a local dispute, with 
shop stewards complaining that Vancouver postal 
officials are refusing to discuss issues pertaining 
only to the operations there. 

This has been the Post Office stoiy for all so 
long that the public might be better served in a 
shut-dowm longer even than Mr. Mackasey 
suggests. 

It might teach postal employees some econom¬ 
ic tilths they obviously don’t appreciate. In the 
meantime, undoubtedly there w’ould be expansion 
of private mail courier businesses on w'hich the 
public could rely.

Those tax increases 


Shadow casting 


M unicipal affairs Minister James Lorimer 
is reported to have said at the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Union of B.C. Municipalities that he 
believ’es the provincial go\ eniment has gone a long 
way toward solving municipal financial problems. 
He is also reported to have said that B.C. munici¬ 
palities are “better off than they’ve ever b^n be¬ 
fore.” And fui’ther, that despite their claims to the 
contrary', they are getting more financial aid now 
from the government than ever before. 

It is interesting in this c*ontext to look back to 
the local budget increases in the Greater Victoria 
area this year, which brought floods of telephone 
calls to municipal halls and ai’e still annoying some 
lesidents, although the joys of summer and the dis¬ 
traction of back-to-school days may have dulled 
others’ memories. Residents of Cordova Bay, for in¬ 
stance, have sent a petition to Saanich council with 
nearly 300 signatures, complaining that their 
neighborhood has had the highest increase in taxes 
— 26 per cent is the figure cited — and gets a 
minimum of senices. But they are not the woist 
cff, in the rate of increase, in tlie capital region. 

Tile Cordova Bay residents are in School Dis¬ 
trict 63, and that is where the biggest tax increases 
occui’i’ed, because the school distiict increased its 
taxes by 11.4 mills (or $11.40 on every $1,000 of 
taxable value). The municipality raised its own 


rate by 5.85 mills. But the municipal councils have 
to collect the school taxes, and often become the 
prime targets for the taxpayers’ anger. 

In the School District 61 part of Saanich, the 
lise in the total mill rate (including also regional 
district taxation) was 17.66 per cent, and in the 
District 63 part it was 25.17 per cent. 

In Victoria, the total mill rate increased 17.55 
per cent. In Oak Bay, the increase was 17.4 per 
cent from the previous rate. 

School District 63, where tlie education mill 
rate boost w-as 36 per cent, the total mill rate 
increases were 25.5 per cent in Central Saanich, 27 
per cent in Sidney, and 31.1 per cent in North 
Saanich. 

All of these increases were far in excess of the 
rate of inflation, it should be noted. And they came 
in a year when most of the municipalities “saved” a 
gi’eat deal of mone>' in a three-month strike- 
lockout. Next year the taxpayers will have the full 
weight of higher wages and salaries to contend 
with. 

They will have to agi-ee that the municipalities 
are getting more money from the government than 
ever before. The government is getting more 
money from the taxpayera than ever before. But 
the financial problems of the municipalities are not 
being solved. They are becoming worse.

Government by assassination 


The abortive attempt on the 
life of President Gerald Ford 
reminded us how tenuous and 
fragile the position of head of 
state is in most countries 
today; our attitude to regicide 
is blase, at best. Let me illus¬ 
trate: 

In 1964, when travelling in 
West Africa I was told by a 
senior embassy official how 
on that fateful day in No* 
vember 1963, an aide inter* 
rupted the American ambas¬ 
sador at dinner: “I am sorry 
to disturb you, sir, but word 
has Just been received that 
the president has been assas¬ 
sinated.”—“Send a message 
that are sorry,” replied 
His Excellency without put¬ 
ting his spoon down. “Mr. 
Ambassador, I am not sure 
j'ou understood me; President 
Kennedy was shot,” said the 
aide. The ambassador paled, 
jumped up and blasted: “You 
should have told me right 
away that you meant Ken¬ 
nedy. ...”

In|the last few weeks, new 
governments were installed in 
the African state of Chad and 
in Bangladesh. In both coun¬ 
tries, the previous presidents, 
Tombalbaye and Mujibur 
Rahman were killed together 
with their families and re¬ 
tinues by tlieir successors. 
The international community, 
without any noticeable mis¬ 
givings, extended diplomatic 
recognition to the new' re¬ 
gimes. And why should there 
be mlsgiv'ings? And by 
whom? The W'orld Almanac 
for 1975, under the listing 
“Heads of State” captions the 
date of the office-taking col¬ 
umn “Acceded or Elected.” 

Of the 149 states listed, 37 
heads acceded to the position 
by violence. This figure refers 
to violence exclusively, not to 
doubtful election procedures 
by Western standards as exer¬ 
cised in Communist countries 
and elsewhere.

Shakespeare's Othello de¬ 
scribed himself as “An hon¬ 
ourable murderer if you will; 
For naught I did In hate, but 
aU in honour.” One may as¬ 
sume that murdered heads of 
state were, more often than 
not, not perscmally hated by 
their assassins. Their policies 
may ha\'e been detested, thedr 
high offices coveted, but 
death would not be used to 
remov^e ,|i lesser personage 
from omce by his potential 
successor. 


An important distinction 
must be made between assas¬ 
sinations designed only to re¬ 
move the victim from office, 
such as the four murders of 
American presidents or Saudi 
Arabian King Feisal recently, 
and assassinations that are 
part of a coup d’etat, enabling 
the Jdller or his accomplice to 
assume high office. The 
prophet Elijah remonstrated 
with King Ahab — “did you 
murder and take possession?” 
— and referred only to Na¬ 
bob’s vinyard, not to the king¬ 
dom. 

It is becoming increasingly 
difficult to disregard distinc¬ 
tions betw'een private and 
public morality. No one, it is 


hoped, would c<»done the re¬ 
moval of a company chair¬ 
man or a labor union leader 
by murder. It is assumed that 
other companies or unions 
would refuse to deal with an 
usurper who used murder as 
a tool. It could be argued with 
strained* logic, that crimes 
perpetrated within the 
borders of a sovereign state 
are an exclusively internal af¬ 
fair. 

Such crimes would include 
the violent removal of public 
officials. Howex’er, heads of 
state are more than national 
figures, they are international 
personalltiesand their 
murder has a grisly symbolic 
significance. 

Why, then, do nations — our 
own included — not take a dif¬ 
ferent stance when a head of 
state is the rictim? How can 
we agonizingly discuss the 
pros and cons of capital 
punishment, yet accept the 
notion that ju^cial and elec¬ 
toral processes are dispensed 
with, where foreign heads of 
state are concerned? The w’ell 
known United Nations doc¬ 
trine of non-interference in 
the internal affairs of other 
states — frequently breached 
for expediency’s sake — 
should be discarded when 
governments accede to power 
by plain and simple murder. 


ments abroad, can afford to 
be pious. 

Canada should be the first 
nation to declare publicly that 
she will extend neither diplo¬ 
matic recognition nor fbreign 
aid to any country whose gov¬ 
ernment entered office by ex¬ 
terminating a previous gov¬ 
ernment recognized by Cana¬ 
da. 

It w’ould be an act of inter¬ 
national courage, rarely seen, 
hopefully to be imitated by 
otliers. 

It would be a splendid ex¬ 
ample of moral leadership, 
and w’e should be the first to 
follow it, if we are true to 
what we preach. 


In one of his recent press 
conferences, Prime Minister 
Trudeau is credited with say¬ 
ing that advice he has been 
getting “on the form Canada’s 
commitment to NATO should 
take is so conflicting, I have 
come to the conclusi<m a deci¬ 
sion must be taken on a politi¬ 
cal, rather than a military, 
basis.” 

On the face of it, this 
sounds like a self-righteous 
Mr. Trudeau determined to 
re-affirm <Mie of democracy’s 
sacred principles, even 
though political control of mil¬ 
itary affairs has never been 
questioned in Canada. Never¬ 
theless, anyone mindful of 
major military decisions 
taken by our politicians in the 
past decade will probably 
react somewhat ruefully to 
the PM’s statement — but 
only with a “Ho hum!

ob\ iousiy thinking of his par- 
ticuku: interest.” However, 
before wasting sympathy on 
him, let’s take a look at po¬ 
tential sources of his dilemma 
and consider their relevance. 

P\jndamental to all prob¬ 
lems now confronting Na¬ 
tional Defence Headquarters 
is politiced support for a cost¬ 
ly LRPA (Argus replace¬ 
ment) program, with only lip- 
service to requirements for 
other defence missions. So, 
when our military effort in 
NATY) - Europe suddenly ac¬ 
quired great political impor¬ 
tance in the PM’s thinking, 
Canada re-affirmed Its sup¬ 
port for NORAD, and poten¬ 
tial off-shore sovereignty 
commitments, were all added 
to the pot, it was clear that 
sometliing had to give. 

In other words, rational, 
long-range re-equipment plans 
had to be evolved to meet all 
DND’s comnritments — not 
just those of Maritime Com¬ 
mand, witli a heavy political 
bias for sovereignty prob¬ 
lems. 

Even with unified military 
management in Ottawa, it is 
still wdshful thinking to sup¬ 
pose the Chief of Defence can 
come up with a single, in¬ 
tegrated military plan to sat¬ 
isfy all claimants for a chunk 
of the budget. Nevertheless, 
there is no doubt that he has 
produced one with a recom¬ 
mended first choice, plus a 
list of options in order of pref¬ 
erence. But since “options” 
are a Trudeau requisite for 
any political decision-making, 
confuskxi by the military pre¬ 
sentation would seem difficult 
to justify. 


Without arguing the case in 
this article, let me say that 
unless General Dextrase and 
his principal staff have taken 
leave of common sense, their 
recommendation for NATO- 
Europe would be to leave the 
force composition as it is — 
but modernized (including 
tanks for the army — despite 
their red-flag-to-the-buU effect 
on the PM). The options 
wxiuld ci course be an aJl-air, 
or all-ground force, but not 
necessarily in that order. 

However, Mr. 'Trudeau has 
indicated that the U.S. and 
our “European Allies” (one, 
sev'eral or all?) would proba¬ 
bly disagree with a sensible 
political decision to leave our 
NATO contribution as it is. 
'The “Europeans” he said, 
feel that any w^ involving 
NATO wdll be of short dura- 
ticxi. Therefore our 5.000-man 
force should be all army, sup¬ 
ported with tanks, ’this opin¬ 
ion probably comes from Ger¬ 
many and, for reasons best 
known to Germans, has to be 
self-seeking. But until respon¬ 
sible military authorities of 
NATO produce a rationale 
whereby 2,800 more soldiers 
can be equated to the enor¬ 
mous short-war potential of 
three modem tac-air squad¬ 
rons (equiv'alent to about 12 of 
those w-e have in situ at the 
moment), then the all-army 
proposition really shouldn’t 
confuse an intelligent man 
like our prime minister. 

As for the U.S., the PM has 


said they think any NAIX) 
war would be protracted, and 
Canada should thus concen¬ 
trate on “convoy defence sj-s- 
tems, plus submarine-hunting 
planes and ships.” Here 
again, tills is undoubtedly 
self-seeking since a greater 
anti-submarine effort on our 
part wt>uld free more U.S. re¬ 
sources to keep tab on the 
large, and continually expand¬ 
ing, Russian Navy. 

Nevertheless, with the PM’s 
long standing distaste for an¬ 
ti-submarine forces, it’s hard 
to believe he is taking this 
U.S. nudging seriously enough 
to be confused. 

So, with military profes¬ 
sionals, European and U.S. 
sources of advice disposed of, 
as cause of the PM’s dilemma 
on wiiat to do for NATO, let’s 
consider the machinations of 
his current defence minister. 

As most people know’, Mr. 
Richardson w'as plunked into 
the DND job with an es¬ 
tablished anti-military bias. 
One wxiuld think that with 
about three years regular ex¬ 
posure to highly dedicated 
military people and civilian 
ctrfKJTt, this sentiment would 
have somewdiat abated. But 
thus far his only real enthusi¬ 


asm for the job still seems to 
be its potential for diverting 
industrial production from 
Eastern to Western Canada — 
and incidentally supporting an 
ailing aerospace industry. 

it it it 

With such a conflict of in¬ 
terest, rumors that Mr. Rich¬ 
ardson differs with his mili¬ 
tary advisors on major re¬ 
equipment problems are prob¬ 
ably well founded. One can 
see why he is interested in 
replacing the Argus with the 
* ‘best-in-the-w’orld’ ’ LRPA 
proposal rather than a 
cheaper version more consis¬ 
tent with the cost of other 
force requirements. More¬ 
over, he probably does favor 
an all-air solutiem to the 
N^TO problem, since orders 
for a few more tanks won’t do 
much for industrial activity in 
the West. 

A defence minister with an 
anti-military bias and conflict 
of interest, supported by an 
aggressive aerospace lobby, 
is no doubt enough to confuse 
any prime minister. However, 
with his own anti-military 
bias, and studious neglect of 
DND ever since he took over 
the top political job, Mr, 'Tru¬ 
deau has cmly himself to 
blame for the predicament he 
now claims to in. 


The Czechs let 
their Germans go

The 100,0(X) Sudeten Germazs in Czechoelov^lda, the sur¬ 
vivors of the emee large minority that provided the excuse for 
Hitler’s dismembering of the county in 1938, are to be 
allowed to emigrate to W^est Germany. 

According to informed circles in Prague, an interim 
agreement to this effect has been reached between West Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Helmut Schmidt and the CSedhoerovak Com¬ 
munist Party leader President Gustav Husak, In Helsinki. 
Negotiations are to begin soon in Prague to thraah out con¬ 
ditions for this large-acale movement of one of the most in¬ 
dustrious and useful German minorities in Central Europe. 

The fate of the Sudeten Germans has bedevilled relations 
between the two countries ever since the formation of 
olwalovakla in 1919. Immediately alter the Second World War 
the bulk of the Sudeten Germans, about three million, who 
had lived for centuries on the German border in north-west 
Czechoslovakia, w-ere expelled tor collaborating with the 
Nazis, 

This movement came to a halt on Moscow’s orders after 
the Communist take-over in Prague in 1948 when it was 
realized how valuable the Germans’ skills were to the Czech 
economy. 

★ ^ ★ 

New arrangements tor emigration — this time on “hu¬ 
manitarian” grounds — w'ere provided in the West German- 
Czechosknrak treaty of 1969, which normalized relations be¬ 
tween the two countries. This arrangment, however, did not 
last long. In 1970 over 10,000 ethnic Germans were permitted 
to leave Czechoslovakia, but only 134 received permission to 
do 90 in the first six months of this year. 

It is significant that the Prague regime has apparently 
not attached extra strings to its agreement to let the Sudetan 
Germans go. This is in sharp contrast with the recent 
agreement reached on a similar issue betw'een Bonn and 
Warsaw*. Poland, after tough bargaining; secured a long-term 
credit from West Germany of 1,900 million marks on very fa¬ 
vorable terms in return for allowing 125,000 Germans to emi¬ 
grate over the next four years. 

The Czechs, possibiy influenced by the adverse reaction 
in West Germany to the Polish deal, which accused Warsaw 
ot “a blackmail approach” and taking “blood money,” have 
— so far at any rate — refrained from making similar 
demands. 

This major concession by the Ceech leaders coincides 
with reports that they and their masters in Moscow are eas¬ 
ing the repressive regime that has existed in Czecteelovakia 
since the Soviet-led invaskm in 1968.

The high rate of violence in 
Saskatchewan probably re¬ 
flects a high rate amongst the 
Indian and Metis population. 
But this does not mean that, 
as such,; Indians and Metis 
are violence-prone. Rather it 
is from the use of alcohol. 

That alcohol is a major fac¬ 
tor in crimes of violence is 
borne out by the fact that in 
the Yukon, wiiere the rate of 
absolute alcohol consumption 
is over 4 gallons per capita, 
the crime rate rose rrearly 20 
pea* cent in 1974. 


I would like to correct the 
impression left by your head¬ 
line (Colonist, Sept. 3) regard¬ 
ing a proposed study of com¬ 
munity schools. The heading 
“Trustees order cost study for 
schools” is not correct. This 
proposed study was not ini¬ 
tiated by the School Board 
nor Trustees. The idea for a 
cost study came from the 
conimunity school organiza¬ 
tions themselves, and has 
been developed into a propos¬ 
al by Brian Lewis of the Fern- 
wood Neighborhood Centre 
and myself. 


Ctommunlty schools contrib¬ 
ute a number of social and ed¬ 
ucational benefits that are not 
always recognized in assess¬ 
ing the costs of such schools, 
We would hope that the study, 
w'hen initiated, would indicate 
all the benefits and costs so 
that a better basis would exist 
for decisions on the communi¬ 
ty school development.

four years of study instead of 
six, is heavy with political in¬ 
struction combined with “pro¬ 
duction practice’’. This means 
that pupils spend a lot of time 
in a workshop assembling 
simple light switches. 

Grades are used only to 
“show how much progress a 
student has made” and exams 
— which teachers said were 
once “surprise attacks” on 
students — are viewed as an 
opportunity for teacher-pupil 
discussion. 

After graduation the stu¬ 
dents are assigned to factor¬ 
ies or rural communes in 
other parts of the country, ac- 
"'^i'dlng to state needs. They 
can aspiro to a university edu¬ 
cation only after two years’ 
work experience and then 
only through selection by the 
factory or commune. 

In the selection process a 
premium is placed on being a 
“good worker’’ and having 
the right political attitude. A 
“good” class background, i.e., 
coming from a worker or pea¬ 
sant family, also helps — a 
fact that appears to be gen¬ 
erating resentment among 
many parents and youth. 

To a foreign observer, 
Qiina’s effort to train tech¬ 
nicians rather than scholars is 
not without some logic. At 
this stage of its development 
the country needs bricklayers, 
toolmakers and machine oper¬ 
ators more than highly spe¬ 
cialized university graduates 
wh<ise education has no im¬ 
mediate practical application. 

T o upgrade industrial 
workers <2hina also has creat¬ 
ed a vast system of schooling 
right at the factories. These 
are the so-called “July 21 col¬ 
leges” w'here w’orkers can 
study full-time to become en- 
g i n e e r S and advanced 
workers serve as instructors. 

How successful such com¬ 
pressed programs are is dif¬ 
ficult to detennine. At the 
Nanking Electric Power 
School, a kind of polydechnlcal 
junior college that trains tech¬ 
nicians in heat and ixiwer en¬ 
gineering, the study program 
has been cut back from four 
to two years and the number 
of courses from 22 to U. 

Such basic disciplines as 
physics and chemistry have 
been eliminated, with some 
content merged into other 
courses. 

Asked how the new' system 
is woridng, director Hung Pei- 
Chuan, who himself complet¬ 
ed only a middle school, re¬ 
sponded : 

“Those trained In two years 
are better than those trained 
in four in the past. Before, we 
went into things too deeply 
and more time w as spent here 
than necessar>’. Now things 
are more conc ise.”

Grain negotiators take 
48-hour break from talks 


MOSCOW (UPI) — U.S. and 
Soviet negotiators postponed a 
scheduled meeting on a new 
grain deal for 48 hours Satur¬ 
day so they could consult fur¬ 
ther among themselves. A 
U.S. spokesman denied there 
was any stumbling block. 

The third session of the 
talks had originally been set 
for Saturday morning to ex¬ 
plore further the possibility of 
a long-term agreement under 
which the Russians would buy 
fi.xed amounts of U.S. grain. 

But the spokesman said the 
meeting between Charles Ro¬ 
binson, undersecretary of 
state for economic affairs, 


and foreign Trade Minister 
Nikolai Patolichev was put off 
until Monday because the ne¬ 
gotiators “felt they needed 
more time to consult among 
themselves.” 

“There Is no stumbling 
block, no crisis,” he said. The 
question of Soviet oil sales to 
the United States was one of 
the items discussed in the 
talks to date, he said. 

U.S. ambassador Walter 
Stoessel will go on leave as 
scheduled today and his place 
at the talks will be taken by 
embassy counsellor Jack Mat- 
lock, the spokesman said.

Personnel officers 
‘largely untrained^ 


TORONTO (CP) — The 
a\erage business requires one 
pei*sonnel officer for every 239 
workers, but the quality and 
size of tlie personnel force 
might be inadequate to cope 
with today’s collective bar- 
gaining and labor- 
management relations, says a 
recent study. 

Results of the study, con¬ 
ducted by the Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Centre at Queen’s Uni¬ 
versity, Kingston, Ont., in¬ 
dicate that the majority of 
personnel managers have 
only a high school education 
and little vocational training. 


The study, which involved 
interview's with more than 
30,0(K) personnel managers, of¬ 
ficers and clerks, found that 
career counselling for person¬ 
nel officials is inadequate and 
there is a shortage of training 
facilities in personnel and in¬ 
dustrial relations. 

Pradeep Kumar, who head¬ 
ed the study, feeds many per¬ 
sonnel and industrial relations 
managei-s may not have the 
background necessary for 
dealing with today’s “young, 
diverse and educated work 
force” because they have 
been at their jobs since the 
1950s.

TTie U.S. aim is tn break the 
boom-and-bust pattern of 
heavy Soviet grain buying. 
Western agricultural experts 
said a more even buying pat¬ 
tern would help stabilize 
world markets and relieve 
strains in Soviet-American 
trade relations. 


this was supposed to have 
happened and found the prob¬ 
lems were due to misunder¬ 
standings.

OTTAWA (OP) — The 
monthly consumer price index 
released last week is based 
for the first time on 1971 dol¬ 
lars, rather than on 1961 dol¬ 
lars as previously. 

It’s strictly a mathematical 
conversion. It won’t reduce 
the price of groceries but does 
make the cost of living ap¬ 
pear a little less ominous, or 
at least ^ as Statistics C^a- 
da says — more up-to-date. 

The agency is in the process 
of changing the basis for 
many of its major economic 
indicators. For the index this 
means a switch in the base 
year against which changes in 
the prices of a regular set of 
300 goods and services are 
measured. 

During most of the 1950s 
and 1960s, the agency used 
1949 as the base year. Items 
which cost k total of $100 in 
1949, for example, would have 
been reported as oostipg $241 
in July, 1975. 

. But in January, 1969, the 
agency switched to 1961 as die 
base year. In those terms, 
items which cost $100 in 1961 
cost $186.50 in July. 1975. 

And now, on the new base 
year of 1971, items which cost 
$100 in 1971 are recorded as 
costing only $139.80 in July, 
1975.

VANCDUVER (C^P) - The 
total number of common 
shares of the Canada Develop¬ 
ment Corporation in p»A)lic 
hands could ultimately be 
38,750,(KX) or 37.9 per cent ol 
outstanding stock, as a result 
of the current preferred share 
offering. Douglas Ray, a GDC 
financial analyst, said this 
past week. 

Ray told the Association of 
Professional Economists of 
B.C. the figures are predicat¬ 
ed on the maximum number 
of preferred shares being 
sold, their subsequent conver¬ 
sion into common (10 common 
for one preferred) and the 
issue of bonus common shares 
to holders of the preferred. 

“What is not generally 
known Is that the CDC has the 
right to repurchase the feder¬ 
al government’s common 
share holding and, in theory, 
could turn around and app^ 
the issue proceeds to that end 
and thereby reduce Ottawa’s 
equity to only 45.6 per cent in 
one fell swoop,” he said. 

“Needless to say, such a 
move would be highly unlike¬ 
ly. 'The (3DC intends, however, 
to gradually reduce the gov¬ 
ernment’s holding to. 10 per 
cent by means of periodic 
issue of treasury shares.” 

Such issues could be for the 
purpose of raising additifxial 
equity capital, or a.s consider¬ 
ation for the acquisition of 
other companies, he said. 

At present five of the CDCs 
staff of 20 are located in Van¬ 
couver. where the corporation 
has its head office. 


Police shooting

coroner’s Jury has ruled that 
members of the Edmonton po¬ 
lice department were “jus¬ 
tified in their actiem” that led 
to the shooting of Donald 
Wayne Rose last June. ’Tbe 
jury reached , its verdict after 
.two days of hearings into the 
June 27 shooting of Rose. 29, 
by police after he had com¬ 
mitted an armed robbery. 


“There is no denying that it 
was a political decision to lo¬ 
cate the (HXJ head office 
here, but it is, nevertheless, a 
functioning entity and not 
merely a mail drop*” Ray 
said. 

A number of studies have 
been initiated and carried oqt 
here, including a continuing 
assessment of the oil and gas 
sector, fisheries and other in¬ 
dustries. 

“With time, the Vancouver 
office will attain greater stat¬ 
ure,” he said. “But when one 
considers the comparttlve im¬ 
portant position of the finan¬ 
cial markets in Toronto and 
the most effective allocation 
of executive time, one should 
not be too critical of the fact 
that much of the staff is locat¬ 
ed in Toronto.”

OTTAWA (CP) — Record 
losses on automotive trade 
uith the United States during 
the first half, of the year 
pushed the total six-month 
auto trude deficit to $1,132 bil¬ 
lion, up 32 per cent from the 
first half of 1974. 

Statistics Canada reported 
Friday that losses on the U.S. 
trade totalled $977, a jump- of 
$311 miUiort from the 1974 
first-half deficit of $666 mil-

lion. The increase was at¬ 
tributed to deterioration of the 
trade in vehicle parts. 

It was a record half-year 
loss and the agency said the 
deficit exceeded all full-year 
losses on U.S. trade in the 
past decade except for 1974, 
when Canada lost $1,204 bil¬ 
lion over 12 months. 

Losses on trade with other 
countries, however, totalled 
$155 million for the first half 


of 1975, a drop of $37 million 
from the deficit of $1.92 mil¬ 
lion for the same period last 
year. 

At the same time, the 
average price of all imported 
passenger vehicles rose 26.2 
per cent over the first half of 
1974. 

Japanese, cars rose in price 
by an average of only 9.7 per 
cent while U.$. cars were up 
23.5 per cent. West German 
cars rose 29.7 per cent, Brit¬ 
ish cars increased 29.2 per 
cent and cars from other 
countries jumped an average 
of 62 per cent in price. 

Value of all imports from 
the U.S. grewt*, more than 
twice as fast as e.xports. Im¬ 
ports totalled $3,806 billion, an 
increase of $518 million or 16 
per cent from the first haif of 
1974. Exports to the U.S. rose 
$207 million or eight per cent 
to $2,829 billion.

(UPI) — Angentina’s crisis 
entered a new stage Saturday 
with leadership of the nation 
passing from the world’s first 
woman president to a little- 
known legislator for a five- 
week period. 

The temporary transfer of 
power from Isabel Peron to 
Senate leader Italo lAJder was 
designed to enable the pres¬ 
ident to take a rest and re¬ 
store her shattered health. 

Newspaper reports said 
Mrs. Peron’s leave of absence 
was preceded by tense negoti¬ 
ation during ivhich Luder 
successfully insisted on exer^ 
rising full powers during his 
period as acting president' 

Mrs. Peron, 44, suffering 
from nervous exhaustkm after 
more than 14 months in office, 
wqll take a plane to Ootdoba 
province today accompanied 
by the wives of the three 
armed forces commanders, 
the president’s office said. 

She will stay at a mountain 
resort operated by the air 
force tor its personnri at As- 
cochinga, 460 miles northwest 
of Buenos Aires. 'The site is 
only 40 miles from the dty of 
Cfordoba, an auto industry 
centre plagued by labor 
unrest and leftist guerrilla ac¬ 
tivities. 

Mrs. Peron plans to be back 
on ihe Jab Obt 16. in time to 
preside over Loyalty Day cer- 
emones the following day 
honoring her late husband 
Juan Peron, her office said. 

Political ven<k*ttas and bat¬ 
tles between guerrillas and 
security forces have taken 637 
lives since Mrs. Peron 
sumed office July 1, 1974, on 
the deatii of her husband. 

L u d er, a 53-yeanold 
Peronist senator and expert 
on constituticmal law, takes 
over a country where tiie In¬ 
flation rate Is 233 per cent, 
the foreign debt anywhere 
from $7 to $12 billion and the 
peso devalued five times in 
six months.

Ex-agents come in from cold

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Some 160 foniier intelligence 
personnel plan to come in 
from the cold this week in an 
unijrecedented public reunion 
at an ordinary motor inn. 

Never before have former 
intelligence agents and per¬ 
sonnel, many o^ whose work¬ 
ing lives depended on ano¬ 
nymity, gone public. It was 
unthinkable. 

But the current furor over 
U.S. spy activities — includ¬ 
ing, most recently, a new' bat¬ 
tle between the house and the 
president over possession and 
release of intelligence docu¬ 
ments — caused the one-time 
agents to band together and 
try to protect the name of 
their profession. 

As casually as a. group of 
Rotarians or Knights of Co¬ 
lumbus, they will gather 
Thursday and Friday at an 
Alexandria, Va. motor inn to 
swan stories over drinks and 
dinner. 

The exploits of these men 
and the things they know 
could probably keep a televi¬ 
sion spy thriller series going 
for the ne.xt 20 years or out- 
spook James Bond, the fic¬ 
tional agent 007 created by 
author Ian Fleniing. Fleming 
himself was a former British 
intelligence operator. 

The American intelligence 
veterans are members of a 
newly-formed nationwide as¬ 
sociation of retired in- 
telliigence offices — code- 
named Ario 'wd>ich to date 
numbers some 400 former 
agents from 36 states. 

The organization’s first na¬ 
tional convention will elect of¬ 
ficers, approve bylaws and 
plan future activities.

Cease-fire 
shattered 
in Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
New shooting in suburban 
Beirut broke the tenuous 
cease-fire betw’een warring 
political factions Saturday 
night and a leftist call for a 
general strike increased ten¬ 
sion in other parts of Leban¬ 
on. 

Trouble flared along the 
toad connecting Karantina 
and Sinn El Fil in the out¬ 
skirts of the capital when lef¬ 
tists traded small arms fire 
with right-wing Phalangists, 
witnesses said. 

Beirut radio broadcast 
warnings to motorists that the 
road was not safe and had 
been closed by security 
forces. 

In other areas, wracked by 
civil strife in three rounds of 
fighting between April and the 
end of June, tension ran high 
in the wake of alleged kidnap- 
pings. 

Roadblocks went up in sev¬ 
eral Beirut subu3l>s and al¬ 
though some streetes later re¬ 
opened to traffic, groups of 
armed men patrolled them 
and the situation remained 
tense. 

Security forces issued a 
w-aiming that unless all fight¬ 
ing stopped police would fire 
on both sides, but this failed 
to end the shooting in Sinn El 
Fil.

On the other hand there is the new’ sty¬ 
lized provincial' profile, reminiscent of the 
B.C. Forest Service logo without the tree, 
which she says "shows we are a B.C. party 
and we have no national affiliation.” 

In between is the clasiied hands symbol, 
launched with a good deal of fanfare a year 
ago. 

A "'Astinctive symbol” it was called at 
tlie time, but critics have said it looks very 
much like the clasped-hands symbol of Cesar 
(Thavez of the United Farmworkers Union, 
champion of the grape pickers in the United 
States. 


"I haven’t heard that criticism.” said Ms. 
McCarthy. "1 have had comparisons with the 
Credit Union sjTnbol, and I have beard it 
sedd it looks like the Workers Compensation 
Board logo.” 

There are 49 community store-front of¬ 
fices orgEinized by 4he Soci^ Oedit League 
in the province, all of them featuring the 
various Ic^os according to local preference. 

"You might find all three symbolg there,” 
commented Ms. McCarthy. 

But the league also retains its seagull-in¬ 
flight symbol — that appears on the blue 
membership card, along with the. provincial 
outline symbol. 

And Ms. McCarthy does not discount the 
idea of yet another new logo. 

”We haven't got round to discussing the 
matter, but a c«nvenlion could formally de¬ 
cide to adopt one or other of the symbols or 
come up wdth a completely new one,” she 
said. 

In the meanwhile, she added, tbei'e’sf still 
yet another symbol floating around. 

“We have a special symbol for the con¬ 
vention at the end of October.

But in a public statement, 
Lanskail said he would meet 
only to clarify the report. 

Munro said Saturday from 
Vancouver that Lanskail's 


statement appears to be for 
public consumption only, be¬ 
cause when he was UJld that 
FIR officials agreed to the 
request, there was no mention 
tlwt the discussion would be 
for •‘clarification only”. 

He said the union, which 
has not called a strike despite 
a Sl-pcr-cent rejection by the 
membership, is concerned 
about the length of the pro¬ 
posed two-year agreement 
and said there would have to 
be "improvements” in the 
cost-of-living formula to make 
it acceptable. 

Lanskail declined tQ specify 
what new proposals for 
amending the document the 
industiy would accept be¬ 
cause "we don’t want to nego¬ 
tiate in public.”

The two jpulp iHiions, which 
have been on strike since July 
16, rejected the report by an 
85 per cent vote.

Witch’s curses 
can be countered 

SYBIL LEEK’S BOOK OF CIRSES, by SybU I^k; 
Prentii'e Hall; 1S3 pp.; $7.95.

U you wish to put a curse on me, and your Zodiac sign is 
Aries, do the incantation over a new, red candle; and for best 
results, do it wiien the moon is waning. If you feel squeamish 
about actually cursing, then merely put Confusion Oil on my 
doorstep; that should put me where you want me. 

But remember, if I find out about your curse, or hex. I 
can counteract Iv anoiirting the base of my throat, the 
crown <rf my head, and my instep, with oil from the rose ge¬ 
ranium plant 

The candle and odi section, in Sybil Leak's Book of 
Curses, is quite thorough and the chapter on Voodoo, If net 
thorough, is at least full-bodied. Information contained in 
other chapters, however, can be found in greater detail else¬ 
where. 

Since England’s famous white wdteh, Sybil Leek, jumped 
on the occult bandwagon, she’s done weU for herself. She lec¬ 
tures, appears on radio and television, edits her own “Astrol¬ 
ogy Journal’’ and has produced five books besides this one. 

But with the publication of this book, she’s stretched thin 
her personal knowledge of the occult; for instance, 11 pages 
of this book are devoted to curses derived from literature, 
many from the Bible. 

Sybil Leek feels that today society's standards are so 
kwv in regard to morality and spiittuedity that readers will 
hav'e Ktfele success with her cnirsing intortnation, even if they 
are “lucky eioxjgh to get aU the Ingredients required, al¬ 
though bat's blood and the uiine of a vixg;ln are in short 
supply these days.” 

She explains further; "... curses violate all that is 
decent and good; if these things are removed from everyday 
life, then what is the use of cursing?" 

Slie writes, at times, in deed*«eriousness, then catches 
herself and continues In a tongue-in-cheek manner. I’ve been 
treating the subject rather lightly, too, but I’ve done it with 
my fingers crossed because strange thUngs can happen when 
you deal with the occult. 

While reading the chapter on blood curses, I suddenly 
remembered I had to prepare dinner and hurried to the kitch¬ 
en to open, ironically enough, a can of tomato paste. My you- 
crank-it-yourself opener refused to co-operate. I cursed it, 
hand-yanked the non-budging lid, and gashed a finger so deep 
it poured blood for half-an-hour. 

I did it all wrong, I realize now. I should have taken a 
purple candle, annointed it in Commanding Oil, lit It, then 
said a sweetly-w-orded incantetton over the Hankety-Wank 
opener.

How ‘final solution’ was carried out 

Pope Pius XII knew of extermina tion of Jews—and kept silent

Of all the heinous crimes committed by Hitler and his 
willing henchmen none was more diabolical than the carefully 
calculated i^ain to “rid’’ Europe of Jews, gypsies and “lesser” 
people of eastern European nations by means of mass murder. 
Some six million Jews and countless thousands of other in- 
nooepfts wen slaughitered before the infamous ’nurd Reich 
collapsed. 


with the few survivors, the 

Mkwt peopde associate these 
crimes wdth the ghastly con¬ 
centration camps, hundreds of 
which were situated in Ger¬ 
many, and elsewhere in oc¬ 
cupied Europe. In fact, al¬ 
though hundxeds of thousands 
died in these camps from 
star\’ation and brutal treat¬ 
ment, systematic killing was 
not their purpose, and indeed 
hundreds of thousands sur¬ 
vived to tell the tale. 

The niass murder plan, eu- 
I^emistically term^ “the 
final solution", was actually 
carried out in a handful of 
specially ccmstructed extermi¬ 
nation camps ih Poland — a 
country noted for its anti¬ 
semitism. 

The camps were hidden in 
the vast rural areas of east¬ 
ern Poland to ensure secrecy, 
and even the German popula¬ 
tion, which knew atx^t the 
concentration camps, was 
kept in ignorance of the hor^ 
ror perpetrated in its name in 
the extermination camps of 
Poland. 

These dreadful places were 
not devised by Hitler. In Mela 
Kampf, if my memory serves 
me right, he conceived a 
scheme for the mass trans¬ 
portation of Jews and others 
to colonies in North Africa at 
some distant time, presum¬ 
ably after conquest of the re¬ 
gion. 

In 1938, a highly secret oi> 
ganization came into being, 
called the General Foundation 
for Institutional Care, a cam¬ 
ouflage title for a program of 
euthanasia or “mercy killing" 
of the mentally and physically 
handicapped in Germany and 
Austria. 

The program, devised by 
Reinhardt Heydrich, con¬ 
trolled by Heinrich Himmler, 
and administered by medical 
men. led by the psychiatrists 
Professor Nitsche, Heyde and 
Dr. Mennecke, operated with 
the blessing of Hitler who re¬ 
cognized it as a more prac¬ 
tical solution to the Jewish 
problem. 

Staffs to operate the day-to- 
day running of the euthanasia 
institutions were hand-picked, 
and one of the first chosen 
was a dedicated Austrian po¬ 
liceman named Franz Stangl 
who, a few years later, was 
fated to become kommandant 
of Treblinka, the largest and 
most efficient of the extermi¬ 
nation camps in Poland, 
where 1,200,000 Jewish men, 
women and children were 
gassed and then burned. 

Into thst Darkness is the 
story of these hideous happen¬ 
ings, painstakingly pieced to¬ 
gether by Gitta l^reny, a 
.journalist of Hungarian-Aus- 
trian extraction, who worked 
in occupied France as a nurse 
and. in 1945, in DP camps In 
Germany, where she learnt at 
first hand about the effects of 
the Nazi camp styles on its 
victims. She is fluent in sever- 
Germian and French. 

German and French. 

Gitta Sereny visited the 
sites of the five extermination 
camps in Poland and tra¬ 
velled far and wide to talk 


“worker-Jews", and to Brazil 
to interview Frau Stangl cmd 
others, and to Italy and Aus¬ 
tria to uncover details of the 
Vatican escapq route, which 
enabled Stangl, and other top 
Nazis, Including Martin Bor- 
mann, to reach South Ameri¬ 
ca. 

Stangl was arrested in Bra¬ 
zil in 1967, tried in Germany 
and sentenced to life impris¬ 
onment. Gitta Sereny was 
permitted to interview him in 
prison. Stangl died on June 
28, 1971, the day after Gitta 
Sereny ended 70 hours of 
searching talk with him. 

These revealing talks with 
Stangl form the core of the 
book, but Gitta Sereny env 
ploys the coniplex and highly 
effective method of following 
a remark of Stangl’s by “cut¬ 
ting" to people and places 
concerned and wreavlng infor¬ 
mation. gleaned elsewhere, 
into the story so as to present 
a rounded picture of events at 
each stage of the narrative. 

Unless expertly done this 
technique can become 
“jericy" and irritating, but 
Gitta Sereny has brought it 
off so brilliantly that my at¬ 
tention was held completely 
and I read the book in one 
lengthy session. 

Stangl emerges as a split 
personality, a man able to run 
efficiently an operation which 
required him daily to have 
trainload after trainload of 
Jews killed and disposed of 
and their money, jewels, 
clothes and hair packed and

despatched to collection 
centres, and at the same time 
be a devoted husband and dot¬ 
ing father. 

The whole horror story is 
almost too much to grasp but 
the author, who obviously 
kept a tight rein on her emo¬ 
tions in order to be fair and 
impartial, manages to re¬ 
create the ghastliness in vivid 
detail by presenting the atmo- 
* sphere accurately yet leaving 
the obscene hideousness to the 
reader’s imagination. 

To many people the section 
of the book which will prove 


of greatest interest Is that de¬ 
voted to the Vatican’s jnole in 
enabling thousands of guilty 
men to escape justice by sup¬ 
plying them with papers, and 
in some cases funds, to speed 
them to certain South Ameri¬ 
can countries whose rulers 
were sympathetic to Nazi phi¬ 
losophy. 

The Vatican’s involvement 
first came to full public atten¬ 
tion in 1963 when a play — 
The Deputy — by German 
playwright Rolf Hochhuth was 
published. This play created a 
sensation because it thorough¬ 


ly incriminated Pope Pius XII 
whose love of Germany and 
hatred of Bolshevism, to say 
nothing of his anti-semitism, 
impelled him to remain silent 
thnxighout the war. 

Ladislas Farago, in After¬ 
math. the account cd his 
successful quest for Martin 
Bormann, presented factual 
evidence to confirm Hoch- 
hutlf s dramatic indictment. 

Now, Gitta Sereny, through 
exhaustive investigation, has 
proved beyond any doubt that 
P(^ Pius Xn and the Vati¬ 
can State S^retariat were 
kept fully informed of the ex¬ 
termination of the Jews in Po¬ 
land by Kazlmlerz Papee, 
Polish ambassador to the 


‘All quiet on western ocean 


THE BOAT, b.v lx)thar (jSiintliprBu<‘lielm; Knopf — dis¬ 
tributed in Canada by Random House of C'anadu; 163 pp. 

RevieufMl by JOHN BARKHAM 

“This book is a novel but not a work of fiction." This 
blunt anirxmcement by the author is not as paradoxlcail as it 
.seems. What he means is that his book is a documentary 
nrwel paralleling his own U-boat service in the Second World 
War and that his characters fire based on submariners with 
whom he served. 

The Boat has been a huge best seller in Germany and it 
is easy to see why. Admirably translated into colloquial En¬ 
glish by Denver and Helen Lindley, it recounts, powerfully 
and realistically, what it was like to fight the Battle of the 
Atlantic in which Hitler’s underwater “wolf packs’’ exacted 
an enormous toll in allied shipping before the tide turned in 
1941-42. 

Then the allies learned how to track the U-boats and send 
them to watery graves. Of the 40,000 German seamen who 
served in U-boats wily 10,000 returned. One was Lothar 
Gunther-Buchheim. 

The narrative is told in the present tense by a naval war 
correspondent who sailed, saw, suffered, and survived to tell 
the tale. 

The “boat” of the title is a class Vll-C U-boat displacing 
about 600 tons, a sleek, steel-skinned craft 220 feet long pow¬ 
ered by diesels able to drive her at a maximum speed of 17 
knots on the surface and seven and a half knots submerged. 
Its range is about 7,000 miles and its cargo 14 torpedoes and 
120 shells. On this voyage it used them all. 

Readers who expect a romanticized drama like Com¬ 
mander Beach's Run Silent, Run Deep are in for a surprise. 
There’s nothing romantic about The Boat. It is raw realism 
clown to the endless monotony of long, featureless sweeps 
with nothing in the periscope for days, endless tours of duty 


breathing fetid air in tight, semi-suffocating quarters, endless 
drills by a hard-driving captain (“the Old Man’’) to make 
sure the U-boat is properly trimmed, easily manoeuvrable 
and instantly ready tor action. 

Gunther-Buchheim dramatizes all this in spirited fashion. 
To avoid the sameness of the daily routine he lavishes care 
on his characters, especially the unflappable “Old Man” who 
has little time for the Hitlerites in his crew, “young strutters 
swollen with their own superiority and crazy for medals." 

Submarines spend a gcxxl deal of their time on the sur¬ 
face, mostly in darkness, recharging their batteries and 
replacing their stale air. A storm on the surface is almost as 
rough on a submarine as on a ship, judging by the b(x>k!s 
vivid storm sequences. 

The dives are technically yet graphically described. No 
one on the ‘‘boat’’, the author notes ironically, knows precise¬ 
ly how’ deep it can go before caving in under water pressure. 
“A crew finds out only once at what depth ifs boat cracks." 

There’s action against a convoy, with the “boat" getting 
its victim. A neutral liner is almost torpedoed under the im¬ 
pression that it is alli^ but is saved by proving its neutrality 
to the “Old Man’s’’ satisfaction. 

Where this author scores most heavily isin his sequences 
describing the U-boat under attack by bombing from the air 
and depth charges from destroyers. He makA you feel the 
tension and the cold fear experienced by every member of 
the crew as the explosicms draw nearer and the U-boat shud¬ 
ders ever more violently. This is undersea warfare pictured 
w ith authentic realism from the receiving end. 

The novel reache.s its climax on the long voyage home, 
with the U-boat partly crippled but able to limp into port 
where, instead of safety in the concrete, bomb-proof bunkers, 
an unexpected fate awaits it — and its doughty commander, 
the “Old Man’’. It is no exaggeration to call this German 
novel the Second World War’s All Quiet on the Western Ocean 
even down to its Remarque-like ending. 


Holy See from 1939 to 1958. 

Papee, now 82, told Gitta 
Sereny of his pleas for vocal 
support made during repeated 
audiences with the Pope and 
the three cardinals forming 
the secretariat. He gave the 
author a copy of his own 
book. Plus xn a Polski 
J9S8-1949 and stressed that it 
was incomplete because the 
most important documents 
“remain in the archives until 
a future dale.” 

Some idea of Gitta Sereny’s 
throughness may be gleaned 
from the fact that she persist¬ 
ed, with the help of exiled 
Polish sources, and finally 
was able to read these highly 
secret documents which are 
kept in Polish archives 
abroad. These documents, one 
of which appears in this book 
in translation from the origi¬ 
nal French, damn Pius utter^ 

ly. 

The document reproduced is 
a letter the Polish ambas¬ 
sador personally handed to a 
member of the secretariat for 
delivery to the Pope. It pro¬ 
vides proof of the liquidation 
of more than a million Polish 
Jew’s by December, 1942. 
Three days after receiving the 
letter Pope Pius broadcast his 
Christmas message to the 
world — and referred only ob¬ 
liquely to the subject in a 
meaningless injunction. 

Admittedly, Pius was in an 
awkward situation, although 
that doesn’t excuse his si¬ 
lence. W’hat does seem to be 
inexcusable is that one 
member of the wartime Vati¬ 
can State Secretariat, Cardi¬ 
nal Montini, who as an ad¬ 
viser to Pius must share the 
guilt, is now. Pope Paul VI. 

Into that Darkness is an im¬ 
portant book, -expertly or¬ 
ganized and presented. Gitta 
Sereny, in publishing the re¬ 
sult of her profound research, 
with ample documentary evi¬ 
dence, has performed a signal 
service for future historians. 

Whether It will do any good 
is another matter. A glance at 
the current news confirm! 
what the German philosopher. 
Friedrich Hegel, said 150 
years ago: “What experience 
and hi^ry teach is this — 
that people and governments 
never have learned anything' 
from history, or acted on 
principles deduced from it." 


This young bibliophile is a rare edition

No pictorial detail that comes to mind 
at the world “bibliophile" can be 
matched to Michele Sking. As an embod¬ 
iment of bibliophilia, she is a rare edi¬ 
tion. 

She is a walking, talking contradica- 
tion to the image of the bibliophile as an 
aging male in twreeds, shedding ashes 
from his pipe as he mounts a library lad¬ 
der. Young and vivacious, she is much 
too attractive, in a brunette, collegiate 
way, to make it easily believable that 
she has spent as much-of her life as she 
plainly has done with her nose in a book. 

The fact is, however, that Miss Slung 
carries under her casual hairdo enough 
arcane knowledge about writing and 
publishing to make the bibliophile of the 
conv’entional image drop his pipe in 
amazement. In her 28 years, she has 
devoured enough books for a couple of 
lifetimes, and a very large numl^r of 
them you never knew existed. 

Her reading runs the scale from liter¬ 
ature to trash, and she has just put 
together one of the year’s more enticing 
entertainments by drawdng upon the 
area in between. Called Crime On Her 
Mind, a is a codleotlon of detective 
stories in which the detectives are all 
female. 

★ ★ ★ 

Some of the stories go back to the 
Victorian era, wldch will surprise many, 
although the editor of the l^k says it 
shouldn’t. The sleuth in skirts has been 
around in fiction for a very long time. 


according to Miss Slung and, in fact, 
there was one in operation a generation 
before Sherlock Holmes. 

It is generally agreed among scholars 
in the field that the first of the dynasty 
was a certain Mrs. Paschal, the creation 
of an author who signed herself (him¬ 
self?) Anonyma and the heroine of a 
paperback adventure sold in British rail¬ 
way bookstalls at the time of the Ameri¬ 
can Civil War. She does not appear in 
Crime On Her Mind. Copies of the origi¬ 
nal boc^ are so rare that they have elud¬ 
ed Michele Slui^’s own detective work. 

Very little else, however, in the wlxv 
dunit branch of fun fiction seems to have 
escaped her. At 14, she was already so 
steeped in the literature that she made 
an analysis of the 'W’orics of Agatha 
Christie, extracting the seven or eight 
basic plots that still serve the oc- 
tagenarian Dame Agatha as she goes on 
cranking them out. 

★ ★ ★ 

Miss Slung'grew up in Louisville, the 
niece of Louis Sheoffer, whose 16-year 
labor on a two-volume biogi^phy of Eu¬ 
gene O’Neill was honored with the Pu¬ 
litzer Prize last year. “For most of my 
life," she said the other day, “I thought 
Eugene O’Neill was a relative." 

Her own young ambitions, however, 
were scaled below authorship. Miss 
Slui^ aspired only to work in a book 
store. Newly out of college, she talked 
her way into a Job in one of the few 
bookstores in tiie U.S. that measure up 
to a bibliophile’s understanding of the 
term. It was Charles Sessler Inc., the 
splendid oJd landmark on Walnut Street 
in Philadelphia. 

“In a i^lishing house," Miss Slung

said, explaining her seemingly prosaic 
ambition, “you see only your own books. 
A bookstore rounds you out. And this one 
was a whole universe. It was the kind of 
place where a display in the window 
might be a first edition of Samuel John¬ 
son’s dictionary. 

“Sometimes when things were slow in 
the store, Miss Zahn, who ran it then, 
would take out old books and show me 
fore-edge paintfings. Some of them woirid 
make two pictures, according to tritlch 
way you flipped the pages." 

★ ★ ★ ' 

Afterward came two jobs in New 
York; one in a bookstore on Manhattan’s 
Upper East Side, where the young biblio¬ 
phile learned, not to love books less, but 
to hate authors. This was a neighborhood 
heavily inhabited by writers, most of 
whom came in to gripe about the display 
given to their latest work. On top of this, 
there w'ere the authors’ reletives — 
“people like Erich Segal’s mother.” 

Moving on. Miss Slung worked for a 
while in Brentano’s, but not long. “I 
made no secret." she said, “of the fact 
that I didn’t consider it a real book¬ 
store." 

Bringing her career up to date, Mi¬ 
chele Slung now works as a professional 
reader tor book clubs and paperback 
publishers and writes a book review col¬ 
umn for Ms. magazine. In the column, 
she specializes in literature wMch one 
wtxild suppose too frivolous for a reader- 
ship hung up on the solemn cause of 
feniinism. She reviews what she calls 
“the mainstay of my existence" — 
namely, mystery and suspense yarns. 

The Ms. reader who is light-minded 
enough to be interested can pdok up frcmi 


the column a wealth of the kind of out-of- 
the-way book lore which is pure catnip to 
the bibliophile. For example, who but 
Michele Slung would know that Gertrude 
Stein was a keen fan of Edgar Wallace 
- because he met her requirement that 
a crime to be interesting had to liave 
money as its motive — and that La Stein 
actually published three detective stories 
of her own. 

★ ★ ★ 

The stories in Crime On Her Mind are 
the harvest of Miss Slung’s intensive 
foraging in the New York Public library, 
the Grolier Club, the Mercantile library 
and the library of a private collector. 
The lore in her head is the accumulation 
of a lifetime of reading beginning at four 
and a hobby 6^ haunting used bmkstores 
and garage sales in small towns. 

^ the time she was in college, a 
teacher tried to cure her of her addiction 
to whodunits by steering her to Edmund 
Wl^on’s classic put-down of the genre. 
Who Cam Who Killed Roger Ackroyd? 
The lesson didn’t take, and she can cite 
equally imposing heavyweights like W. 
H. Auden who, like her, hold that sus¬ 
pense fiction is one of life’s abiding plea¬ 
sures. 

Mysteries appeal to women and 
women excel at writing them, according 
to thds least fusty of biUiophiiies, because 
wx>men have tidy minds. A well-made 
w’hodunit in which every detail is where 
it belongs gives won^en the same satis¬ 
faction as a well-kept house. 

Furthermore, they have a mental 
knack which failed Edmund Wilson. 
“You have to be able to say to yourself," 
'according to Michele Slung, “this may 
^ be rediculous but it is also enclianting."

LONDON (CP) — After 
more than 10 years of talks, 
Canada and Britain signed an 
agreement Friday to encour¬ 
age cooperation in the financ¬ 
ing and production of feature 
films. 

The deal will take some of 
the risk out of a risky busi¬ 
ness, said Alan Sailer, secre¬ 
tary ofthe British Federation 
of Film Unions. 

The agreement was signed 
at the Foreign Office by Hugh 
Faulkner, C!anadian secretary 
of state and Lord Goronwy- 
Roberts, parliamentary un¬ 
dersecretary at the Foreign 
Office. 

Faulkner, at a subsequent 
news conference, said an im¬ 
portant factor in the agree¬ 
ment is that it represents co¬ 
operation between people 
working in the industry and 
not just "a political agree¬ 
ment.” 

Over years of deliberation, 
British unions and other inter¬ 
ests were wary that such a 
deal would indirectly give 
United States film-producing 
giants "a foot in Britain,” 
providing the Americans with 
a competitive edge over Brit¬ 
ish films.

CriTAWA (CP) — An 
average of 62,500 fuM-time 
jobs went unfilled during the 
second quarter of the year, 
reports Statistics Canada. 

This was an increase of 11 
per cent from the 56,300 jobs 
unfilled during the first three 
months of the year, but a 
drop of 37 per gent from the 
98,700 full-time jobs available 
during the second quarter of 
1974. ‘ 

Including part-time and 
temporary jobs, there was an 
average of 70,100 jobs unfilled 
during the April to May 
period. 

A total . of 795,000 persons 
was listed as unemployed in 
April, 714,000 in May and 
TCH.OOO in June. The latest fig¬ 
ures show there were 623,000 
without jobs in August.

NEW YORK (AP) — Busi¬ 
ness Week magazine says 
United States business needs 
the “incredible sum of $4.5 
trillion’’ in new investment 
funds during the ne.xt 10 years 
or the country will face chron¬ 
ic shortages, high inflation 
and slow growth.

Concorde and Canadians 
journeyed back in time

Journal Is the first C'anai 
newspaperman to fly the Brit¬ 
ish Supersonic airliner Con- 
eorde in a return trial fllicht 
across the Atlantic. He landed 
at Ciander at 10:37 a.m. Sept. 
S after a two hour, 36-mlnnte 
flight from l.iondon and spent 
the rest of Friday returning 
from Gander to Ottawa by Air 
Canada. This is his report.

An elite band of five or six 
Canadians — including a lieu¬ 
tenant-governor and the pres¬ 
ident of the Canadian Trans¬ 
port Commission — went back 
in time during a precarious 
step into the future. 

The group became the first 
official Canadian delegation 
to travel at twice the speed of 
sound in the Anglo-French su¬ 
personic jetliner Concorde. 
They left London’s Heathrow 
Airport at 10:31 a.m. local 
time ... and arrived in 
Gander, Nfld. at 10:27 a.m. 
local time. Four minutes ear¬ 
lier. 

In all, it took two hoiurs 26 
minutes. An average speed of 
more than 1,000 m.p.h. More 
than 16 miles above the sea. 
The awe - inspiring statistics 
tend to speak for themselves. 

Newfoundland Lt.-Gov. Gor- 
dm Winter admitted he was 
quite stunned by the speed of 
it all. 

CTC president Edgar Ben¬ 
son WEIS also a little sur¬ 
prised. He had hoped to catch 
40 winks. When you travel on 
Concorde, there’s only time 
for 20. 

The CEmadian delegation 
was impressed. It’s hard not 
to be wiYCTi the slender craft 
efforUessly nudges Mach 2, 
(1450 m.p.h. to we laymen. 
22 H miles a minute to the 
unimpressed) and makes a 
mockery of that translantic 
disease called jet-lag. 

It is, as Benson put it, “a 
remarkable piece of machin¬ 
ery . . . and this is «ily the 
beginning.’’ 

W’e flew out of GEmder in 
the early hours of Thursday 
morning with the phlegmatic 
British tones of the captain 
announcing the weather would 
be fine when w'e reached 
Heathrow: “Well, it was a 
few moments ago. so it 
shouldn’t have changed by the 
time we get there.” The em¬ 
phasis on the word ‘time’. 
Another mockery. 

An look at the exteri¬ 

or of ^ncorde, with its pin¬ 
point rocket nose, sweetly 
flEired wings and spindly un- 
dercEUT'age, fills everybody 
with excitement. We’ve never 
travelled in an animal like 
this. We feel somewhat like 
astronaut commuters. 

The excitement soon dis-, 
solves, however, when we 
step inside. It’s ordinary, too 
familiar. The inside of any 
aircrELft, but not so wide. 

It’s smaller than we had 
imagined too. Just 110 seats, a 
shade larger thEm the dinriiiu- 
tive DC9’s used on the Otta- 
wa-Montreal shuttle. No piz- 
zaz, no aerodynEimically-con- 
trolled intestines. We had ex¬ 
pected the supersonic extraoi^ 
dinary Eind it’s a letdown. 
Back to earth with a disap¬ 
pointing bang. 

The portholes are smaller 
thEm those on subsonic air- 
crfiift, the aisle narrower, but 
the remainder of the interior 
all too similar. The only dis¬ 
cernible difference is a Ma- 
chometer at the front of the 
cabin. And eventually it is the 
ever-increasing digits of the 
Machometer which keeps us 
enthralled, space us out, 
throughout the supersonic ex¬ 
perience. 

The passengers are cap¬ 
tivated by the digital speedo¬ 
meter as it goes on its upward 
path . . . 0.55 . . . 0.56 k. . and 
the tension is immense. Then 
... 0.98 ... 0.99. It hovers, 
tantalizingly below sound- 
speed, and then we’re there 
. . . 1.00. Sonic boomtime, but 
we. who Eire travelling with 
this thunderbird, hear noth¬ 
ing. Feel nothing, not even a 
shudder. 

A British Aviation Authority 
officer is happy at our disap¬ 
pointment; “We’re not, you 
understand, trying to sell peo¬ 
ple a hot-rod. We WEmt to 
show that you can travel as 
normally as in any other 
plane, but get there twice as 
fast.’’ 

The cabin crew, which on 
this endurance-testing trip is 
from Air India, has already 
begun serving the cham¬ 
pagne. We Eu*e given impres¬ 
sive menus and the (Canadian 
delegation then breakfasts on 
chicken and ssilad followed by 
fresh fruit in kirach. The 
flight, you understand, was in¬ 
itiated from London, and it is 
already lunchtime in Britain.

The food, Emd champagne 
according to the BAA, will be 
standard fare when the Con- 
oored is commercially fully- 
operational.

There are other barely dis¬ 
cernible differences from this 
flight Gind others. The clouds 
literally disappesir behind 
you. 

The pull-back on accelera¬ 
tion is more noticeable than 
on subsonic craft, but since 
CJoncorde takes off and lands 
subsonically, that’s the only 
physical sensation of speed 
you have. 

But it’s what takes place 
outside and below Concorde 
vrhich is the vital point at 
stake now. Environmental 
groups In the United States 
have demonstrated en masse 
against the supersonic jet¬ 
liner, saying its sonic boom 
will ruin wildlife, vegetation 
Emd cause untold harm to the 
atmosphere. 

The reluctance of the 
world’s airlines to buy the 
craft reflect that feEu*. Only 
Iran Air and the People’s Re¬ 
public of China have put in 
finn orders for Concorde. Air 
CEmada had an initial option, 
but has not acted on it yet 

The British Aircraft Cor¬ 
poration, aviation authority 
Emd other English and French 
bodies promoting Cbncorde, 
are adamant its effect will be 
negligable. 

Most of the world’s key 
long-haul routes lie over 


oceans or uninhabited waste¬ 
lands, they say, and by the 
time Concorde is w4thin 
“boom distance’’ of a coastal 
gateway it will sdready be 
subsonic, like any other air¬ 
craft. 

One BAC spokesman point¬ 
ed out that even Owicorde 
had to travel subsonically 
from either Montreal or 
Toronto to the coast “the time 
will still be trimmed by 
hours. Supersonic aircraft are 
now a pEirt of aviation future.

JERUSALEM (CNS) — Vir¬ 
tually everything in this an¬ 
cient city, sacred to three 
major relii^ons, is saturated 
with history. 

Every house, every twisting 
lane, even the unending steps 
worn smooth by the passage 
of countless feet vibrate sig¬ 
nificance. 

The Old aty is aptly 
named. Its limestone tniild- 
ings, the native, tiniversal 
construction material of 
Israel, are weathered rough 
and brown. Houses here ap¬ 
pear to have stood their 
ground forever. 

But Jerusalem’s less-setiled 
atmosphere wavers in a con¬ 
stant tug-of-war between its 
holy past and pditical 
present. 

Entering the ancient walled 
city through Herod’s Gate into 
the Arab Quarter, the tourist 
plunges into an all-out sensory 
assault of sound, sight and 
amell. 

The narrow, crocked lanes 
are jammed with merchants, 
begging street urchins and 
hawkers of everything from 
pots and pans to toys and 
clothing. 

Heading for the Via Doloro¬ 
sa, the last miles Jesus Christ 
travelled on His way to cruci¬ 
fixion, the traveler trudges 
past muricy, dank Arab cafes 
crowded with men puffing on 
hookahs. 

The Church of the Holy Se¬ 
pulchre, set near the middle 
of the Old City, is a sacred 
spot to Christians of the 
Roman Catholic and Greek 
Orthodox denominations. 

Its outer courtyard is 
watched over by the ev-er- 
present Israeli police and a 
few soldiers. Arab boys ped¬ 
dle postcards and trinkets to 
tourists. 

Priests and lines of acolytes 
representing different Ch|is- 
tian sects scuttle 1o and from 
the shrines, while tourists pop 
off flashbulbs at random in¬ 
tervals. 

Outside the Old City walls, 
less than a mile from the 
church, is the Garden Tomb, 
considered by Protestant de¬ 
nominations to be the .genuine 
location of the Crucifixion. 

A tomb, described as typi¬ 
cal of those used during the 
1st Century A.D., was discov¬ 
ered at the Site. Those who 
accept the Garden Tomb as 
genuine believe the tomb be¬ 
longed to Joseph of Arimath- 
ea( in whose supulchre Christ 
was buried. 


The Wailing Wall, a sacred 
spot to Jews and the perime¬ 
ter of the long-vanished Tem¬ 
ple of Solomon, stands ad¬ 
jacent to the Islamic Mosque 
of Omar. 

When the Muslims swept 
through the Holy Land in the 
7th century, the Jews were 
still banished from Jerusa¬ 
lem. 

Caliph Omar, heading the 
Islamic armies, offered the 
exiled Jews a deal. They 
could return to their 
cherished city on the condi¬ 
tion they showed him the 
foundation rock of Solomon’s 
Temple. 

l^e bargain was struck 
and, on that rock, Omar com¬ 
missioned the gold

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Netters could decimate coho runs 


Volunteers from the Amal¬ 
gamated CJonservation Society 
are now spending their eve¬ 
nings in work parties building 
a spawning ai^ flood control 
channel for c<rfH> salmon be¬ 
side the Coldstream, 

But commercial netters 
have been given extra netting 
days in Juan de Fuca Strait 
and may be decimating the 
coho nms returning to the 
Coldstream, the Oowichan 
and other streams. 

The Canadian netters. 
strikebound at the start of the 
season, were given extra 
meeting days to bring their 
catch of pink saknon up to 
that of the United States net¬ 
ters under the SO-50 share 
agreement administered by 
the International Pacific 
Salmon Commission. 

By last Sunday they had 
caught more pink salmon 
than their United States coun¬ 
terparts, but they have been 
taking nearly as many coho 
salmon, which do not come 
under conunisskm responsi¬ 
bility. 

Last Sunday 88 seine netters 
working Juan de Fuca Strait 
for 45 miles, stretching from 
just above Port Renfrew on 
the west of Shenngham Point 
on the east, each caught an 
average of 650 coho and 920 
pinks. 

The ooho were a bonus and 
will go a long way toward 
making up for the sockeye 
runs the Canadian netters 
missed because of the strike. 

But. these ooho are not cov¬ 
ered by any conservation 
agreemeols. They are inter- 
minghiig fish. They are head¬ 
ed for a number of Afferent 
rivers and entire spawning 
runs could be decimated by 
indiscriminate netting in Juan 
de Fuca Strait. 

Years ago, there used to be 
a lO-day net closure at this 
time of year to allow escape¬ 
ment dt coho to the spaw-ning 
streams, e 9 >ecial]y the Oow¬ 
ichan River run of ooha. 

Not now. The coho are vic¬ 
tims of the mad rush to get 
the fish before the Americans 
get them and conserva¬ 
tion is entirely based on the 
pinks and sockeye under the 
jurisdiction al the Interna¬ 
tional Pacific Sahnon Com¬ 
mission, this year headed..b!y 
our own federal fisheries 
director Rod Hourston. 

Ccmservation measures to 
ensure adequate spawning 
runs are based on pink and 
sockeye salmon — but at this 
time of year the netters are 
catching nearly as many coho 
as pinks and sockeye — and 
this week the catch will 
change to more coho than 
pinks. 

Worst <rf all, the netters are 
being given extra days of net¬ 
ting to make up for time lost 
because of the strike. 

The commission had 
planned on two days a week 
netting . this year, starting 
Aug. 3 — on Mondays and 
Tuesdays. 

But in the first two weeks of 
netting after the strike ended, 
Canadian netters (starting 
Aug. 25) were allowed eight 
days of netting, instead of 
four — and this is the time 
the unprotected coho are 
starting through the strait. 
Sports salmon fishermen

also suffer because of inten¬ 
sified netting. 

After years of battling — 
since 1960 — spOTts fishermen 
had wem fine tuning of the 
netting times to allow them a 
more equitable share of the 
catch. It takes the salmon 
about four days to swim the 
45 miles from west of Port 
Itenfrew into the sports Fish¬ 
ing reserve east of Shering- 
ham Padnt 

The planned two days of 
netting w'ould have allowed 
everyone to share in the fish. 
The netters get another 
chance closer to the Fraser 
River to pick up the salmon 
that are not needed for the 
spawning grbunds. For pinks 
and sockeye this escapement 
is closely monitored. For 
coho, nobody knows. 

The week before Labor Day 
netting was allowed on the 
Monday, IXiesday and 
Wednesday. 

By Friday, the pinks and 
the odd coho started to arrive 
-in the' afkirts salmon gsoundv. 
"Bfif Labor Day weekend sports 
filing was hot. Pretty well 
all Juan de Fuca sports fi¬ 
shermen had fantastic fishing 
Labor Day weekend. 

It looked like everything 
was going to work fine this 
year. 

TTie netters went out again 
on the Monday (Labor Day) 
and the Tuesday. That was 
fine with the sports fisher¬ 
men. 

Then the mad rush to get 
the fish before the Americans 
started. 

No sooner had the net boats 
returned to their harbors than 
word came out to get back to 
the fishing groundsi They 
started another three-day net¬ 
ting period on the Friday, in¬ 
stead of the following Mon¬ 
day. 

The fish had only had two 
days to make it through to the 
sports* fishing reserve and 
comparatively safe passage to 
the spawning grounds. They 
didn’t make it.

Sports filling success was 
cut just like a knife cutting 
through butter, and this time 
the netters were taking 
greater numbers of coho. 

On the Friday 88 seine 
boats averaged 136 coho and 
350 pinks each; on Saturday 
390 coho, 792 pinks each; and 
on Sunday 650 coho and 920 
pinks each. 'The 80 gillnetters 
working behind the sein^ 
didn’t do nearly as well. 

The Canadians got 176,000 
pinks in those three days, and 
that brought them ahead of 
the Americans in pinks for the 
season-—832,000 pinks for the 
Canadians and 774,000 for the 
Americans. So the Americans 
have been allowed an extra 
day of netting to catch up. 

'There has also been enough 
netfree days to adkiw the 
salmon into the sports 
grounds. That should mean 
another good weekend for 
sports fishermen. 

But, the netters don’t like to 
talk aibout the Inddi^iTtal catch 
of coho they take in Jusm de 
Fuca, Eind one suspects that 
at this time of year they are 
really fishing for the choice 
coho. 

The figure for coho taken 
by the nets in those three 


days test weekend is some¬ 
thing in the neighboohoud of 
115,000 coho that were head¬ 
ing for rivers unknown. 

We do know that test week¬ 
end sports anglers found a 
10-pound coho which made It 
to Kirby Oeek, scarred with 
numerous net marks, only to 
die in the lower reaches be¬ 
fore it reached the spaswning 
beds. 

'That one ooho adds up to a 
fair percentage of the coho 
that would be heading fm* tiny 
ICirby Creek, How many fish 
destined for that river were 
taken by this indiscriminate 
netting? 

Whch this fishing seascsi 
ends the Chadian netters — 
with the extra netting time 
tfiey are getting during the 
coho run — will have re¬ 
couped most of the money 
they lost because of the strike 
.. . but mostly on bonus ooho. 

The coho sedmon and the 
sports fishermen wiB. be the 
big losera of ftat strike. 

How 'mti^t that make the 
volunteer woriiers feel who 
are battling to rebuild echo 
stocks in small streams? 

A11 summer volunteer 
workers from sports fishing 
ranks and the Pacific TroUers 
have been feeding coho fry In 


(Coldstream, Demamiel and 
Tugwell creeks. 

Housewives have even be«n 
helping in the feeding pro¬ 
grams and have actually gone 
waist-deep into the rivers to 
help break up logjams and 
clear debris. 

But. the netters haven’t 
been noted helping. 

As far as I can find out the 
big fish companies have not 
contributed any money to help 
with these rehabilitation proj¬ 
ects. 

'The vAunteer fry-feeding 
program has paid off by rear¬ 
ing more fish to a sise where 
Ihey can leave the rivers and 
survive in the ocean. 

Last fall the first return of 
adult salmon from volunteer- 
fed fiy returned to the Gold- 
streanv—600 of them, com- 
pEu*ed to 100 in each of the 
two previous years beftwe file 
feeding program started. 

Last fan Amalgamated 
Conservation Society (which 
represents 14 conservation- 
minded sports groups) and 
members of the Pacific 
Trollers Association and inter¬ 
ested Sooke people built ex¬ 
perimental coho salmon in- 
cubati<xi boxes and placed 
them on the Coldstream and 
Sooke’s Maiyvine Oeek. The 
So(Ae Box was vandalized, 
but the Coldstream box was a 
huge success with almost all 
the 50,000 eggs hatching to fry. 

There has been a fantastic 
arrival in the Coldstream 
this year, with 40,000 coho fry 
still in the river, being fed 
five or six nights a week by 
volunteer feeders. 

That incubatiOT box experi¬ 
ment will be continued this 
fall and it is paving the way 
for similEU* programs on 
scores of other small streams. 

Now the ACS vc^unteers are 
covering new experimental 
ground in the Colds^am. 

They are building a 54-yard- 
long by six-foot wide spawn¬ 
ing-flood control side channel, 
with seven pools designed to 
each hold two pairs of spawn¬ 
ing coho, which shoidd pro¬ 
duce about 38,000 eggs. 

As well as providing flood 
control — and Coldstream 
sahncHi hatches have been ra¬ 
vaged fay floods in the past— 
the new side channel will in- 
crease summer rearing 
water, ,wid that is the key to 
coho productiwi. 

Workers are racing against 
high water, which could come 
any day. ’They may not com¬ 
plete the side cbaimel this 
year, but they hope to have it 
at least partly functional to

hold some spawning coho this 
fall. 

Sparkplug of the (jAdstream 
project is Howard English 
and at'Sooke former fisheries 
guardian Jack Brooks is co¬ 
ordinating the projects. 

But scores of vi^unteers eu« 
helping and federal and pro¬ 
vincial fisheries officials are 
offering, technical advice. 

These are big community 
efforts paving the way for 
future rehabilitation projects 
all over British Columbia. 

But, these coho must be 
protected sb they reach the 
spawning grounds. 

’There must be controls tor 
cdho, just like there are for 
pinks and sockeye. Whole 
races could — and may have 
been — wiped out 

The answer is to carry out 
the netting closer to the river 
mouths, so escapements can 
be monitored. That would also 
provide fabulous sports fish¬ 
ing and at the same time 
allow for a maximum com¬ 
mercial harvest. 

It mesms an agreement 
would have to be reached 
whereby each country fishef 
the stocks heaAng tor its 
own rivers. 'Ihat calls for an 
intemationai treaty. There 
have been moves in that di¬ 
rection, but not too much 
headway. 

Political pressure is called 
for. If you are concerned 
write to Fisheries Minister 
Romeo LeBlanc, your MPs, 
your MLAs and send copies to 
Federal Fisheries Director 
and IPSC chairman Rod 
Hourston in Vancouver.

They will in- 
atecd be marketed aa ’’Baby 
Beef,” ’’Heavy Calf,” ’’Young 
Beef,” “Grass Beef.” “Light 
Beef,’’ “California Baby 
Beef,” or some otoer tender¬ 
sounding name depending on 
what part of the country 
you’re in or which side of the 
street your supermarket is on. 

They wfB oome to market di¬ 
rectly off mother’s milk and 
grass at a tender age of Under 
10 months and weighing be¬ 
tween 400 and €00 pounds. 
'They won't have the flavor of 
grain fed cattle, nothing else 
has, but they will be tender 
and by the looks of things ac¬ 
cording to the last nose count, 
they will be plentiful, so plen¬ 
tiful in fact that one might av 
sume they would be cheap. 
Not so! The beat we can ho^ 
for is a little less expensive, if 
we’re hioky. TTie meat in¬ 
dustry hasn't quite figured out 
how to move a lot of littlr 
500-pound “Babies” through a 
system of packing houses and 
retail meat maricets geared to • 
handle 1,00-pound — plus, 
“big guys,” and come out 
maldiig money.

In what seems like a classic 
case of putting the cai*t befoi-e 
the horse, this year’s tw’o 
Christmas stamps now in pro¬ 
duction by the U.S. won’t 
have denominations simply 
because it isn’t known what 
tlie first-class postage rate 
will be at the time of issue. 

Production had to begin 
well ahead of the holiday sea¬ 
son owing to the large 
number required — about two 
billion in total — but the rate¬ 
setting is bogged down in the 
legislative machinery. The 
U.S. postmaster-general an¬ 
nounced in June that the pos¬ 
tal service was in the red by 
about $820 million at the end 
of the fiscal year, and that 
application for a new rate in- 
ci’ease would be filed. 


So, values unknown, and 
date of issue yet to be an¬ 
nounced. at least collectors 
know what the designs are — 
one adopted from an 1878 
Christmas card, among the 
first printed in the U.S., the 
other a repnxluction of a ma¬ 
donna and (JiUd painted by 
Domenico Ghirlandaio, now in 
the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington. 

The very latest work (Xrt of 
the U.S. postal service con¬ 
cerns two 10-cent commemo- 
ratives being issued next 
month on banking and com¬ 
merce. 'Itie se-tenant horizxjn- 
tal jmir will be issued Oct. 6 
in New York. The over-all de¬ 
sign spans both stamps.-^

comers. 

It is not simply a prcAilem 
of producing enough flowers. 
Soviet, horticulturists lament 
that no official encourage¬ 
ment is given to them, and 
experimental wx)rk done by 
amateurs is not recognized to 
any significant way. 

Meanwhile, they complain 
that large amounts of money 
are wasted in buying tulip 
bulbs frtShi Holland, which 
cost up to $60,000 per million 
bulbs; roses are imported 
from Bulgaria and Egypt; 
and so on. But no effort is 
made to produce seeds for 
further use even out of these 
imported bulbs. 

The demand for flowers is 
so high that in the suburiis of 
Moscow, where many families 
have small private plots, peo¬ 
ple have cut dcwm their fruit 
orcliards and switched to cul¬ 
tivating flowers. It provided^ 
them with more extra income, 
even if they have to pay ex- 
tra\*agant wages tor someofie 
to do the hard work of gar¬ 
dening. In this organized 
country it is all very haphaz¬ 
ard and irregular. 

Soviet flower lovers are 
angry about another aspect of 
the matter. Most of the flow¬ 
ers they get are Imported 
breeds. 

For instance, 293 varieties, 
of flow’ers were displaj-ed one 
month at the flower section of 
the huge economic achieve¬ 
ments exhibition of the 
U.S.S.R. in Moscow. But of all 
these only two lilacs and one 
rose were purely Soviet 
breed. 

Flower lovers complain that 
there is not even a national 
center for selection and 
breeding of decorative plants 
and flowers. 

The only oroeress in this di¬ 
rection is the found’ivr ot an 
orchid-breeding center In 
Sochi in the Georgian Renub- 
lic. But it is only a depart¬ 
ment at the local level. 

Flower lovers are bitter be¬ 
cause the amateur 'flower 
growers or breeders, whose 
work is internationally recog-

His comments conflicted 
Vith charges made by JPolice 
Superintendent Robert Coll 
that Mrs. Murnane was in a 
“highly intoxicated state” 
when arrested. 

Coll later conceded it was 
“entirely possible” Mrs. Mur¬ 
nane could have suffered a 
stixike and been mistaken for 
a drunk. 

A nun who witnesses Mrs. 
Muniane’s arrest said she 
looked “very sick.” 

The police were very indif¬ 
ferent and very careless,” 
Sister Diana Taufer said. “I 
told them ’this woman is sick, 
she needs help,’ but they ig¬ 
nored me.”

Garden notes' 



WHY ROSES ABE GRAFT¬ 
ED (B. J., Victoria) 

The reason why roses are 
budded — which is a form of 
grafting — on to "wild” rose 
roots is mostly economic, as 
(his method pioduces a salea¬ 
ble bush much more quickly 
than ^^en they are propagat¬ 
ed by cuttings. Also, there are 
many varieties in which slips 
do not root very readily, 
mostly among the hybrid 
teas. 

All the ramblers and most 
of the shrub and floribunda 
roses can be propagated from 
cuttings, and ^ese plants, 
growing on their own roots, 
are every bit as good as the 
budded specimens, although 
they take longer to develop 
into a fiowerir^ plant. 

CRACKED PLUMS (E.T., 
Sidney) 

When plum fruits split at 
the thn^ of ripening, it is 
usually due to too much varia¬ 
tion in soil moisture. A dry 
period occurs when the fruit 
is swelling; growth slows 


down temporarily and ...the 
skins of the fruits toughen. 
Then, when soil moisture is 
restored by rainfall or irriga¬ 
tion and the fruits start to 
swell again, the hardened skin 
which has lost Its “atretch” 
must spHt open to relieve .the 
internal pressure. 

One good way to ensure a 
more even state of moisture 
is to maintain a thick surface 
mukh of straw, leaves, saw¬ 
dust or manure over the root¬ 
ing area, which extends well 
out beyond the branch tips. 

GRAPES AND PEACHES (S. 
O’C., Ganges) 

I don't know of any visible 
sign or signal that wifi in¬ 
dicate when grapes are fully 
ripened. It is best to taste a 
few from time to time and 
harvest when the flavor 
pleases your particular pal¬ 
ate. 

Some folks like the heavy 
sweetness of a fully^ ripened 
grape; others find this cloying 
and prefer the sharper flavor 
of subtly uiider-ripe fruit. 


Red cheeks are no indica¬ 
tion of lipeness* in peeohea, 
and it is better go by the 
shaded side of the fruit, pick¬ 
ing when the color changes 
from green to yellow. 
COMPOST HEAP (G. W., 
Langford) 

If your bin of lawn mow¬ 
ings, leaves and garden ref¬ 
use appears to be fairly well 
rotted, it would be best to dig 
in this fall. Don't‘bury it 
^Deeply, though, but merely 
chop it or rototill it into the 
surface and give it a sprinkle 
of fertilizer. 

It you grow polatoes In 
yoOT vegetable pl^ tt would 
be a good idea to save out 
enough of the half-rotted mate¬ 
rial in the bin to cover your 
seed potatoes in their furrows 
when you plant them next 
spring. Hiis helps a lot in 
preventing scab. 

BLUEBERRY CULTURE (A. 
8 ., PfMt Albeml) 

If rhododendrons Hirive in 
your garden, your eoH should 
be acad enough to grow bJue- 
berries sqcces^idly. Dig plen¬ 


ty of peat moss Into aach 
planting site and maintain a 
surface muloh of half-rotted 
leaves over the roots of each 
buah. 

You will have to plant more 
than one variety to ensure 
cross-pollination of the blos¬ 
soms. The varieties Conoord 
and Stanley make good run¬ 
ning mates, end I know of one 
plant nursery that sends out 
blueberry bushes only in units 
of three varieties: Berkley, 
Bluecrop and Blueray. Prices 
run around 57 per unit of 
three bushes.

"Impri- 
cate" means "lying lapped over each 
other in regular order," like shingles on 
a roof. 

"Enation" is "kinship on the 
mother’s side." "Redhibition" is "the 
return of merchandise fpr cash because 
of defect." "Ergasia" is “a dispositon 
toward work." "Shotty" means "hard 
and round." "Arenoid" Ss "resexnbJinf 
sand." “Optettlve" is "sametWng to lA 
desired."

The Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation screened its two* 
pdrt Emily Carr TV special 
(wdiich starts tonig^it at 10 
p.m.) in Vancouver last week 
for the press, local and Toron¬ 
to CBC brass and friends of 
the production that was 
filmed mostly in the Victoria 
area two summers ago. 

It’s a docu-drama — a mix¬ 
ture of old photographs, paint¬ 
ings, interviews wdth those 
who knew this country’s 
greatest woman artist as well 
as dramatizations of the Vic¬ 
toria woman’s life — tightly 
held by the narration of Colin 
Fox and Kate Reid. 

To say the show is simply a 
knockout is far too glib.. 

Producei^direct» Nancy 
Ryley succeeds in balancing 
the eccentricities, the frustra- 
ions and injustices — many 
aused by the people of Vic¬ 
toria — of Emily Carr’s life 
with her tremendous spirit 
nd perceptKMi. 

She doesn’t cannonize 
.mily Carr; she humanizes 
in a study that mixes pa- 
A with wit and spirituality. 

At the conclusion of Part 2 
(to be shown next Sunday) 
with Emily Carr's death, 
there is a gnawing sense of 
loss coupled with a need to 
know more. 

At least her paintings and 
vTitings remain. 

The word circulating at the 
post-screening reception at¬ 
tended by such CBC names as 
singer Juliette and informa¬ 
tion program chief Knowlton 
Nash was that the prod uctio n 
is a certainty for an ACTRA 
award. 

Gladys Houck of the CBCs 
Toronto public relati<Mis de¬ 
partment said a campaign 
was under way to get the 
show at least an Emmy no- 
minalion to compete with the 
best of American television 
shows. 

And well it might, even 
though there are some sloppy 
anachronisms such as Emily 
Carr walking past the fine old 
homes of James Bay wrlth the 
comer of a modem apartment 
building visible in the back¬ 
ground. 

Some Victorians might wish 
the whole thing had never 
been shown. Victoria’s sce¬ 
nery has never been better 
depicted — which should

"I belong to myself,” the 
blonde, blue-eyed Russian 
dancer said. 

A citizen of the world? 
"Ves, yes.” he saad, laugliing. 

Baryshnikov has been 
called ballet’s new idol, a 
dancer who does magical 
things on stage. 

As one critic put it, his 
stepfe are in no ballet dic¬ 
tionary. 

It's been nearly 15 months 
since Baryshnikov, the lead¬ 
ing dancer of the Kirov ballet 
/of Leningrad, defected to the • 
West In Toronto. At the time 
he had just completed a Cana¬ 
dian toui’ with a Bolshoi ballet 
troupe. 

Since he became a Russian 
exile on June 30. 1974, Barysh¬ 
nikov has danced 10 ballets 
new to him. 

"A wortdei’ful wamup, a 
springboard for the future,” 
he' said. 

This month, the 27-year-old 
Russian will be renewing his 
Canadian ties, if only for a 
relatively brief period. He will 
rehearse in Tbronto for about

After his Toixmto adventure 
in 1974. Baryshnikov ’s Canadi¬ 
an visit was short as Western 
chorec^raphers beg^m turning 
up new productions for him, 
and revivmg old ones. 

Baryshnikov did manage 
three performances with tlie 
National Ballet after his de¬ 
fection, one a tele\dsed pro¬ 
duction of La Sylphide. which 
he also will be doing in Mon¬ 
treal. Last fall, he spent a 
week performing with the 
Royal Ballet of Winnipeg. 

When he was in New Yoi’k 
during the recent Canadian 
season, Gerry .Eldred, general 
manager of the National Bal¬ 
let. said the relationship with 
Baryshnikov is something 
the company .wants to de¬ 
velop. 

But he doubts it ever would 
be on a full-time basis. 

‘‘Wa want to make use of 
him in the right way.” Eldred 
said. 

Ne,\t February, Baryshni¬ 
kov will dance 10 or 12 per¬ 
formances with the National 
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Ballet during its Toronto sea¬ 
son. 

"I think he’s very interested 
in working with the National 
Ballet, but not a full-time 
basi^,” Eldred said. 

“At least his reasons for 
leaving Russia and defecting 
from that company Kirov 
were so that he could w'ork 
with a number of people, a 
number of companies, but 
more specifically, a number 
of Western choreographers.” 

Baryshnikov himself said 
that brief as his past associa¬ 
tion with the company wa^, 
he said he found a nice atmo- 
sphero and made many 
friends. 

"This company has very 
good, productions and I think 
it has a very big future.” 

, BEuyshnikov talked mostly 
in Russian. His English, wliile 
still limited, is improving. But 
lie prefers questions to be put 
to him in Russian, leaving 
him the option of replying in 
Russian or Engldsh.

Baryshnikov remains a 
Russian at lieart, a man wlw 
decided on self-exile to broad¬ 
en his artistic experience, and 
not to make capital out of his 
•■flight to freedom.” He 
abhors the plirase. 

He also feels uneasy w'hen 
critics cab him the greatest 
dancer since the late Vaslav 
Nijinsky and rank him on the 
contemporary scene with Ru¬ 
dolf Nuroyev and Bruhn, now 
the resident pixxlucer of the 
National Ballet. 

"No comparisons, please,” 
Mrs, Saunder insisted. 

“The move that he took was 
hi order to continue liis artis¬ 
tic career at the point where 
he felt it was crucial for him

Baryshnikov, said he w’ants 
to make clear that he consid¬ 
ers the theatre he left behind 
is not a “dead theatre tempo 
of my own life,” Baryshnikov 
said. 

"It did not meet because 
Kirov moves very slowly, and 
I felt I was getting older and 
Kirov as a company has a 
much longer span of life than 
a dancer has.” 

With six or seven peak 
years left in his career, 
Baryshnikov said he had to 
have a different time span "in 
order to experience new bal¬ 
lets, new choreographers, new 
artistic adventures.” 

He found it In the West, per- 
formmg in Canada. United 
States, West Germany. 
France. Denmark, Australia 
and Italy. 

Baryshnikov said that Kirov 
alw'ays will remain his favor¬ 
ite company. 

“First and foromost I con¬ 
sider myself a Kirov-trained 
and a Kirov dancer. T am 
very grateful to' the Kirov 
company.” 

Although the Canadian vovj 
ernment granted him asylum 
shortly after he defected, the 
Russian dancer has avoided 
pickir^ a new country to call 
his own.

of spitting going on which 
didn’t happen in England. 

Some crusty old boy, how¬ 
ever, in a fit of piqued dig¬ 
nity, was quick to inform him 
that “the American gentle¬ 
man did not spit.” 

Retorted Chandler: “Good, 
perhaps I’ll meet him some 
day.” 

Soon afterward he moved to 
the Pacific coast where, 
among other things, he 
worked in a San Francisco 
bank and as .an oil company 
executive. 

It is not known whether 
Chandler ever did meet a non¬ 
spitting American gentleman 
but he certainly had more 
than a passing fictional 
friendship with a character 
called Philip Marlowe. 

Hard-boiled enough to take 
it on the chin, in the arm, 
down the throat, on the back 
of the head, Marlowe, a play¬ 
ful, bruising, chess-playing, 
thirsty, nobody’s fool of a 38- 
year-old L.A. shamus, was a 
gent. 

Like Robin Hood he was a 
gent, a veritaUe knight in ro¬ 
gue’s weeds. 

And the only thing he was 
required to spit in Chandler’s 
books was tough, gamey wise¬ 
cracks. more often full of 
sense than not. 

Robert Mitchum, the actor, 
20 year’s Marlowe’s senior, is 
a ''entleman I’m sure — and 
does not spit 

But judging by his portrayal 
of Marlowe in FarPHell My 
tovciy (mature at the Haida) 
his low-key record has been 
worn out by years of screen 
drudgery.

James Dickey 
freed on bond 


COLUMBIA, S.C. (UPI) — 
Novelist James Dickey, who 
wrote Deliverance and played 
the sheriff in the movie made 
from the bestseller, was free 
on bond Saturday after being 
jailed on a series of charges 
stemming from a traffic ac¬ 
cident. 

The 52-year.old writer, cur¬ 
rently on leave of absence as 
poet in residence at the Uni¬ 
versity of South Carolina, 
spent four hours in the city 
jail before posting bond of 
1132.50. 

Dickey w-as charged with 
driving w-hile under; the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol, disorderly 
conduct and creating a distur¬ 
bance after bis auto jumped a 
curb and slammed into a utili¬ 
ty pole in a business area of 
the city Friday afternoon. 


According to police, Dickey 
registered .31 per cent on a 
breathanalysis test given him 
after the accident. Under 
South C!arcdina law a person 
is presumed under the influ¬ 
ence with a reading of .10 per 
cent or more. 

Patrolman J. R. Swisher, 
who investigated the accident, 
said Dickey was charged with 
disorderly conduct. when he 
“threatened to whip me and 
the other officers and started 
to get out of the car.” Swisher 
said the officers had to physi¬ 
cally restrain him. 

Dickey refused to use an 
ambulance called to the scene 
by police but suffered only a 
cut on the head, police said. 

His car was listed as a total 
loss by police. 


‘Pilots endangered’ 
by phone operators 


MONTREAL (CP) ~ A 
spokesman for Montreal In¬ 
ternational Airport’s air traf¬ 
fic control centre says Bell 
Canada telephone operators 
endangered five pilots by re¬ 
fusing to transmit landing in¬ 
structions to them as they 
neared the LG-2 hydro prof- 
ject at James Bay, 

G. J. Gallant, who was Mon¬ 
treal controller for fligh^ in 
the LG-2 area in northwestern 
Quebec, said the incident oc¬ 
curred Sept. 3 as five low-fly- 
Ing propeller-driven airplanes 
approached the James Bay 
site. 

He said in an interview that 
Bell Canada operators refused 
to but in on a busy telephone 
line to LXj- 2 ^ so controllers 
could provide landing instruc¬ 
tions for the airplanes. 


Describing the weather at 
the time as “marginal,” Gal¬ 
lant said that Montreal air¬ 
port had lost contact with the 
radio operator at LG-2. 

Gallant said controllers 
tried communicating with the 
site using Bell Canada lines.

The most recent such case 
was John Diefenbaker’s ap¬ 
pointment of Senator Wallace 
McCutcheOT as trade minister 
in February 1963, but he held 
the post only until the Diefen- 
baker government was top¬ 
pled by the Liberals in April. 

The last cabinet members 
appointed and then rejected 
by the voters were A. G. L. 
MacNaughton and David Mac- 
Laren, both in 1945. 

MacNaughton lasted three 
months as Liberal Mackenzie 
King’s defence minister and 
was appointed to the Interna¬ 
tional Joint Commission after 
his defeat at the polls. Mao- 
cLaren hung on to the na¬ 
tional revenue portfolio for 
less than two ipionths and went 
or to become lieutenant- 
governor of New Brunswick.

Canadian 
cider • 
among top 

AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands (AP) — A Canadian 
cider was acclaimed Saturday 
among the best in the world. 

Country Roads apple cider, 
produced by Chateau Cartier 
Hines Ltd. of Islington, Ont. 
was given a "gold medal” by 
Monde Selection, a Brussels- 
based consumer association 
which has organized an annu¬ 
al wroridwide award scheme 
since 1960. 

The company was presented 
with the gold medal for the 
best cider entry in the wines’ 
selection. 


Before she is tracked down, 
Marlowe finds himself being 
hired by several oharacten, 
visiting various doubtful dives 
and extricating himself from 
a variety of shootings. 

Mitchum’s a competent 
enough war movie veteran to 
come through unscathed.

Considerably more energy, 
in fact an excess of it, is gen¬ 
erated in "WR — Mysteries of 
the Organism” (restricted at 
Counting House I). 

It’s a weird, 1971 Cannes- 
prize-winning homage from 
Yugoslav director Dusan Ma- 
kavejev to Dr. Wilhelm Reich 
(1897-1957), the controversial 
father of "Orgonomy...the 
science of cosmic Orgone En¬ 
ergy.” 

As the blurb at the begin¬ 
ning of the movie tells us: 
“Studying orgasmic reflex, as 
Sigmund Freud’s first assis¬ 
tant, Reich discovered life en¬ 
ergy revealing the deep roots 
of fear of freedom, fear of 
truth and fear of love in con¬ 
temporary humans.” ' 

The son of a well-to-do Aus¬ 
trian farmer, Reich helped pi¬ 
oneer the science of psycho¬ 
analysis in the ’208 only to get 
chased ’out of Germany by 
Hitler in the ’SOs before mak¬ 
ing his way to the U.S. in 
1939. 

After establishing an Or¬ 
gone Energy Laboratory at 
Forest Hills, N.Y., he moved 
it to "Orgonon” in the Range- 
ley Lakes district of Maine. 

In the ’SOs he ran into per¬ 
secution in the States, his 
puUished works were de¬ 
stroyed and he himself impri¬ 
son^. 

In the simplest of terms 
Reich held the now entirely 
reasonable view that the in¬ 
ability to experience complete 
sexual orgasm with its resul¬ 
tant release of nervous ten¬ 
sion, was responsible for a 
good deal of neuroticism and 
repression in the world. 

Much of Makavejev’s movie 
contents itself with producing 
a useful documentary of the 
life of the great man, com¬ 
plete with cute interviews of 
Maine residents who knew 
him and ottiers. 

But judging, no doubt, that 
this would be not mysterious 
enough, our Yugjaiav director 
manages to incorporate two 
contrasting strips of comic 
opera — from the East, Yu¬ 
goslavia, and from the West, 
New York — showing in the 
main the idiocy of various 
ideologies and the supremacy 
oi the orgasm. 

There is a good deal of 
harmless nonsense and a good 
deal of wry satire. 


It was apparently enough to 
make a Cannes Film Festival 
audience applaud for a full 15 
minutes at 2 in the morning 
back in 1971 when it won the 
Luis Bunuel prize. 

The final scenes show an in¬ 
tensely sweet but repressed 
Russian ice-skating star, Vla¬ 
dimir Illich, decapitate a fe¬ 
male admirer because in a fit 
of weakness he succumbed to 
her carnal charms. 

Illich then romps off on an 
anguished aria of doubtful di¬ 
vinity. 

This appears to illustrate 
Reich’s theory about the link 
between religion, repression, 
fascism et alia, and lack of 
proper orgasm. 

And as abstinence is ob¬ 
viously counter-revolutionary, 
it might pay the ihquisitive 
moviegoer to see what wild 
impulses drive this strange 
movie director from behind 
the Iron Curtain.

Motorcyclist^ 1 7 , jailed 
for 90-mile-an-hour run 


A high-speed chase through 
Victoria and Saanich streets 
last month has resulted in a 
three-month jail term for a 
young Ladysmith motor¬ 
cyclist 

Alan Francis Browett. 17, 
was sentenced to three 
months for criminal rtegii- 
gence in the operatiem of a 
motorcycle, two weeks con¬ 
current for dri\ing while 
under suspension and is prohi¬ 
bited from driving anywhere 
in Canada for three years. 

Browett appeared in Vic- 
tcria ProNindaJ Oourt Satur¬ 
day morning after missing 


court Friday. His defence 
counsel. .T. P. O’Grady, told 
Judge Edmond Jonx; de St 
Jorre that Bnwett missed 
court owing to a mixup in hds 
office and did not, in fact, 
know he was to appear. 

Browett pleaded guilty to 
the two charges on Aug. 21 
and O’Grady had asked for a 
pi*e-sentence report which he 
was informed might take six 
weeks. 

O n Saturday morning 
O’Grady agreed to waive the 
pre-sentence r^wrt and St.

Pi-osecutor Scott Marshall 
told the court that Browett on 
the night of Aug. 6 eluded Vic¬ 
toria and Saanich police for 11 
minutes while he led them on 
a chase at.^eds up to 90 
miles an hoQ^ The chase 
began at Bay and Douglas 
And ended at Interurban and 
Burnside. 

Browett, with a girl jiassen- 
ger on the seat beltlnd him, 
cut off traffic several times, 
droN'e through red lights and 
stop signs, raced through 
parking lots and narrowly 
missed a collision when he 
drove through a roadblock put 
up by Saanich police, Mar¬ 
shall said. 

He was finally arrested by 
a Victoria motorcycle police¬ 
man. 

The prosecutor called his 
conduct “outrageous” and 
said he showed complete dis¬ 
regard for his passenger, for 
those on the hi^way and for 
police. “Incarceration must 
be considered,” he said. 

O’Grady agreed his client’s 
conduct was “culpable «id 
exti-eme” and said it was 
“more appropriate to a 
James Bond movie than real 
life.” 

He pointed out he was not 
under the influence of liquor 
or drugs and his conduct must 
be assumed to have been 
caused by "blind panic.’’ 

Browett’s prohibition fix)m 
driving had expired, O’Grady 
said, but he didn't have the 
necessary $25 to renew his U- 


cence ajid didn’t want to be 
apprehended by police under 
the clroumstances. At each 
step he took to elude police he 
compounded his offences and 
his panic mounted, the de¬ 
fence lawyer said. 

The danger to his passenger 
was “incredible.” O’Grady 
said, ‘“but apparently she did 
not complain." 

The defence lawyer con¬ 
cluded that his client “lost hia 
head and behaved in an Ex¬ 
traordinarily stupid way.” 

St. Jorre, before passing 
sentence, said that Btw'ett 
“must be a very capable mo¬ 
torcycle rider and very dex¬ 
terous in the operation of his 
machine and had a lot of luck. 
Others — motorists and pe¬ 
destrians — fortunately were 
lucky, too, in not being in¬ 
jured.” 

In passing sentence he said 
that “nobody likes to send a 
person of 17 to jail but Bome- 
thing has to be done.”
